Triple advice given by legal luminaries to 
the CHinv RABDI as to the security to orthodox and traditional insti- 
tutions, which the clause in question provides, shows thas, despite 
his energetic and wholehearted labours, the Cuier Raper has 
nob succeeded in shielding them from the possibilities which, he 
quite clearly sees, are to be feared because of the stranglehold that 


the War Memorial and its Memorandum and Articles of Association 
constitute. 


THEN AND NOW. 


THe War Memorial, we hove never hesitated to say, was in con 
ception an absurd medley of good intentions and unworthy senti- 
inentality. Its professed objects, as set forth in the initiatory letter 
signed by Sir Ropert WALEY Conen, Lord SWAYTHLING, and Mr. F. C. 
STERN, contained an expression of splendid aspirations for the 
future of Judaism in this country. ‘Tho terrible memories of the 


#acrifices which Jews as citizens of this great country were 


called upon to make, were employed as an inducement to obtain 
the necessary funds for* carrying out the fine ambitions of a 
revivifled Judaism, which should maintain the great traditions 
of our faith, rendering them a worthy heritage to future generations 
of British Jews. Put anyone who takes the trouble to peruse the 
letter which was addressed to Mr. Lionen pr ROTHSCHILD, asking 
him to head the Movement, and compare it with the objects as now. 
crystallised in the form under which trading concerns are run, will 
quickly perceive that the finest ideals and the highest hopes of the 
initiatory letter have largely evaporated, and that there has remained 
in its entirety only the memory of the terrible disaster which fell upon 
the world in 1914. It is that which itisnow sought toembalm for 
cLornity in the minds of the Jewish citizens of the Empire. That 
itis which Mr. LIONEL Dre RorascHiLD is so anxious to safeguard, 
aud announces that he will safeguard by right of the money he 
and his relatives have subscribed to the undertaking. When 
the world needs nothing so much as peace, and when peace 
cannot be truly established, so long as men’s minds are poisoned 
and their hearts are galled with international hatred and bitterness, 
it is an important body of Jews, with the lay head of the Jewish 
Community leading them, that insist upom keeping alive the feelings 
of discord, hatred, and animosily between peoples and peoples, which 
are of the very essence of war. What relativity all this can 
have with Jewish ideals, how the killing of the enemies of this 
country can inspire Jewish hopes, how the mud and blocd 
of the battlefield can be rationally invoked for  fertilising 
the arid waste-places, which the British Empire shows, of Jewish 
kuowledge, Jewish learning, and Jewish religious devotion seems 
to us inexplicable. The truest of Jewish ideals, the best of Jewish 
hopes are bound up, inextricably with the beating out from men's 
minds and hearts of the sentiment that induces them to go ouf 
aud kill their fellow-men. 


DUE TO THE COLLEGE. 

However, the community has to face the fact that the’ 
War Memorial with so m iny of its great possibilities no longer 
probable, with all its ugly associations crystallised into a company 
with limited liability, is its burden, and it is manifestly 
the community's duty to take measures for preventing at least the 
worst of its implications. Sin Roper? WALEY CouHeN and his friends 
dosire, doubtless with good intentions, but we are convinced with 
utterly mistaken ideas, to keep what we have called a strangle- 
hold upon British Jewry, and particularly upon its religious 
development. ‘To resist this is clearly the one thing now necessary, 
and it can be done by the various institutions which the 
War Memorial ie desigued to control refusing to accept the 
doles -in which that control will be involved. Jews 
College, for instance, should demand that a fair and adequate 
proportion of the amount given to the War Memorial Fund 
should be handed over to its treasury; or in any case that the 
War Memorial should bind itself to give to the College fos 
ever an annual sum representing a percentage upon what may 
be agreed is a fair proportion of the fund. When the 
appeal for the War Memorial was made, it was urged as the one 
means whereby Jews’ College could be taken out of the financial 
stress and distress in which it hasalmost always been, and be provided 
with adequate means whereby its good work could be efficiently 
carried on. ‘Those constituting the governing body of the 
College are men, to put it mildly, as capable, as earnest 
in the cause of Judaism, and with as much experience in the 
work as the War Memorial Council. There is no reason therefore 
why the College should be placed in the position of having to dance 
to the tune ofthe War Memorial and told, as Mr, EMANUEL, 
curiously enough, himself Chairman of the Council of the College, 
virtually announced was the purpose, that as long as those 
conducting it behaved themselves or were, according to Sir ROBERT 


ConEN and hie friends, “in order,” they would receive the dole; il 
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not, ‘the College would be left to perish with financial starva- 
tion. That is an intolorablo position for such an institution; 
and a refusal either to hand over a capital sum, or to endow the 
College permanently, as we suggest, will mean that the War 
Momorial will have proved itself faithless to its chief charge. If 
Sie Ronert and his friends really mean all the fine things they 
bave said in euch hoctic, if not turgid, tones about their desire 
for the future of Judaism in this country, then they will bebava 
towards the College fairly and savarely, honourably and straight- 
forwardly, and not upon the possibly just legal lines, src as wore 
indicated at last weok's meeting. It is the acid test of the War 
Memorial. It will ba interesting to seo how it comes out of it. 


A Real “Danger of Zionism.” 

Tus Morning Post on Monday last published a leading article 
which contained some worda of ominous import to the Jowish people. 
Wo bare never hidden from ourselves or from our readers the grave 
possibilities that lurked in a refusal by Jews to do their part in 
respect to Palestine, such as was clearly indicated by the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate. It has always seemed to us 
certain that if Jews who had. been praying for a restoration 
to the Land of our Fathers and to the country from which we 
were.exiled, failed to avail themselves of the opportunily offered 
by the .call of the nations, grave discredit would be visited 
uper our people in the cyes of tho world, and they would suffer 
nccardivg'y. ‘Tho response to tha call has mot, up till now, 
been..a micagra ono in respect, al loast, to its fimancial. rasulls, 
having cvegard to the fact that they have come from 4 comparatively 
limited seciiou of Jewry. It is in that fact, however, that tha 
paucity of the responso is to bo fouad. The reason for this, 
nnd that there is now urgent need for a considorab’s iucrease 
in tho funds placed at the disposal of tho “lonist Urganisation 
for Paiestine purposes, cannot fuicly be ascribed to a single causa, 
nithough we cannot help thinking that it is in chief measure 
attributable to the whittling down of the Balfour Declaration and the 
nerrowing of the terms of the Mandate, the work not so mucu of 
theenemies of Jewish Nationalism outsido Jewry as the machinations 
of iis enemies within, and chief among them pseudo-Zionista who 
assume. only for the sinister purpose of damaging the Movement, 
their Zionist guise. Aud here is the Morning Post, one of the most 
virulent and bitter of Zionist opponents, actually taunting Jows 
for the failure which our contemporary has done its best. to 
compass! In the leading article to which we refer, it ironically 
observes that with Jows reality does not support 
nnd points to the fact that “now after all the expense 
trouble, and bad blood caused by the experiment" thera 
are “only 85,000 Jews in Palestine.” And the Morning Vost 
pretends to believe that that is because “ their brethren in the rest 


of the world scem uawilling (for they cannot be unable) to support 
more.” 


ROLL AWAY THE REPROACH! 


WELL, this of course is a piece of hypocrisy quite worthy of our 
contemporary; but it is a sigu of the new charge, the frosh indict. 
ment which anti-Semites intend, if they can, to formulate against 
our people. They will not say that they and those within the 
community, who consciously or unconsciously were helping 
them, had done their best to prevent the Zionist Movement from 
becoming a brilliant and speedy success. ‘They will have nothing to 
say about the cruel restrictions on immigration that for a long time 
were in force in Pulestine. They wiiliguore everything concerning 
the dumping down of the ardour of Jews, when they were told by the 
Churchill Statement that, so far as the Government was concerned, 
there was to be mo encouragement to their national re-establishinent 
in Palestine. All these things, and many others, we shall 
hear nothing about. What we shall hear is a reproach, 
® mocking reproach, to the Jewish people that, when they 
had: the opporinity of making a sacrifice that would eusure them 
afavourable answer to their age-long prayer for national restoration, 
they had been so mean-spirited as to refuse to make it, preferring 
to remain in symbiosis to every nation and refusing to give to 
the world the benefit of their own national culture. When 
that reproach is mado its truth, to a certain extent, it will be 
impossible to gainsay, unless a far more general response than 
hitherto is made to the call that came to all Jews in November, 
1917. The Zionist Organisation, it is only right to acknowledge, 
has long seen the necessity of this wider support of Zionist 
policy in Palestine, and in the upbuilding of the country. Largely 
ror that. purpose the Foundation Fuad (the Keren Havyesod) 
was constituted. In more. than ome country the Fund has 
been the platform upon which those who, for one reason 
or. anether, did not care: to range: themselves as Zionists 
could give oa hand to what after all is the common 
work of the Jewish 'People, -hope that the Orgauisa.

Attacking Shechita. 


A pronouncrp attack upon the Jewish method of slaughter wa; 
opened by Mr. Austin MaArrison in the oolumms. of the 
S'andard a few days ago. What Mr. HARRISON says is, to be sure 
not very new. His allegations concerning the cruelty of Shechity 
have been made—and answered—more than. once, while his 
ndvocacy of the Humane Killer has been shown by expert opinion {> 
be somewhat doubtful as a painless. method of despatching animal, 
for food and even more 60 as a means for procuring meat mos 
fitted for human consumption. He draws-a very lurid picture of th. 
inhumanity of the surroundings of the average slaughter-house an 
the terror which is aroused in animals by their exposury 
to blood before they are slain. This also is no new 
complaint. But what distinguishes Me. HARRISON'S indictmon: 
is his assertion that the Jewish method of slaughter au. 
the Jewish notion as to the necessity for draining § ths 
enimal of blood are responsible not alone for cruelty, so far os 
the Jewish method is concerned, but also for tho callousness {) 
suffering which characterises the ono in general use. Alte 
describing that practice and saying that the slaughter-houss 
methods are old-fashioned and quite unnecessarily cruel, he asks. 
“Why is this so?” and declarés: “Undoubtedly tho reason isthe 
survival of the old Jewish method of killing, which imsists upou 
bleeding the live animal to death.” ‘There ia something almos: 
piquant in this statement, secing that the Jewish method is adhered 
to by Jews because they believe that it is the least crue! 
means for slaughtering and one involving the least exercise olf 
violence on the part of the slaughterer. Mr. HARRISON Suggests 
that in any legislation on tho subject Jews should be allowed |. 
continue what he conceives to be their cruelty to animals, 60 long 
as the beasts subjected jo it are intended ‘only for Jewish food. He 
seems to think that it does not matter whethor Jewsare cruel, so 
long as the law takes care that non-Jews are not. Frankly, we do 
not appreciate Mr. Harnrtson’s consistency in this. Im any caso, 
Jews would not think of retaining a system of slaughter which was 
proved to be unduly crue! to dumb brutes or was not deemed is 
best as a means for providing human food. There is no need, thou. 
for Mr. HARRISON or anyone olse to preack to Jews about kindlinesa 
to animals, although in fact nosystem of slaughter can be altogeticc 
free from some amount of cruelty; and if that element is to ba 
entirely eliminated then the eating of meat musi be abjured. Lui 
enactments of kindliness to animals are comprised in the most 
ancient code of Jewish Law, and are not alone wider in their app «4 
tion than those of any other, but are both drastic and compreliens:\¢. 
We Jews would at auy time welcome an impartial enquiry by 
competent persons into the whole subject, and wa have nob much 
doubt that the Jewish method would upon examination be fount 
by no means as condemnab!e as Mr. Harntson believes.

The Status of Jewish Ministers.

‘at the whole trouble consists in what is known as the status 
sccorded. to Ministers in our communily, and that being so 
ihe obvious remedy would be to raise that status so that 
‘he pulpit should be at. least as attractive as pawnbroking 
» ony of ite various formes, ranging from what is known as high 
vnance down through hire system trading, and down again to the 
‘tallyman’s business, and down finally to the loaning of money 
upon pledged deposits. 

Whetber it was correctto say that ‘he whole matter is a question 
status, point thatene and all set themselves to argue upon, and if 
possible to determine, was: Why do young men refuse to enter the 
‘unistry and prefer business, and why do they abjure the pulpit and 
crowd inte the professions? One and another compared the 
ease both of mind aud body of, say, a preacher with that, possible 
to, say, a practiser of medicine; or the comfortable certainty of 
the average minister's existence with that of the constant risks

What is meant by Status? 


As will be observed, the statas of the Jewish Minister was again

agreed, tho status of Jewish Ministers is so wnalluring. I 
“sequently turned the conversation in a direction which would 
oo the question from that point of view. Was it thatina

‘eward likely to agerue to the average Jew who entered (he ministry 
was SO insignifieant that he saw before him nothing so clearly as 
eating out his heart for long years on a mere pittance, which mean$ 
vation and suffering, not alone to him, but to those dependent 
‘yoo him? Was the Minister’s status measurable in cash? If so, 
it would be comparatively easy to remedy the situation by large 
“eCowments, whereby eyery Minister would be provided with au 
a ‘lacy, Bat there were among the party those who, it seems to 
die, os ce argued that the remedy might be worse than the 
the Dothing would wprejudicethe Minister im the eyes of 
vununity (and espeeiallythose who made of weal{b a god) sq 
es: : Par his being supported by a dole in aid. Besides, having

ty in which money is made to talk so loudly, the material. 


Cn'y to the money reward to be derived from the Ministry is 
no! likely to prove an efficient minister. And instances were quoted 
where men had entered the Ministry zealons for their calling, 
well-meaning, fired with a real zeal to serve their God and their 
p.ople—had entered the Ministry upon 2 very small salary, and 
hed become materialists of a despicable nature, lethargie, 
celess about anything except luxurious ease and extravagant 
 lulgence when their salaries had been greatly increased, or 
When they had heen patronised by rich congregants who loaded them 
wi'h gifts both in coim and in goods. Clearly then the solation 
of the question of the paucity of young men onteriug the ministry 
was not likely to be arrived at by a mere increase of the creature 
advantages of the calling. 

Was it because of the social traatment accorded to ministers 
that young men of ability and culture shuancd tha pulpit? Hera 
the scent seemed to be “ warmer,” and tho opinion wan gfeneral thas 
one of the things that decided a young man to refuse to enter the 
pulpit was in fact the knowledge he had of the social attitude of £0 
inany Jews towards their Ministers. The servant of God and the 
servant cf the congregation is, it was observed, frequently regarded 
as on a plane alittle lowor than the domestic servitor. There is 
many au inelance, so if was said—~—on record so to say-— where 
ministers of no sma!l atteinments had been ubjeeted to nnlignities 
at the hands of their congregan's. which these would not dare 
to visit upon their domestics, certainly nob on their butlers 
or their chauffeurs, if they employed such. Tales of the heetoving 
impertinence which mon, ignorant, ill-behaved, uneon*, and 
ungentloemanly, exh:bited towards the Minister who would not kowlow 
to them, then ran fast and furious. No man cf spirit, of self-reepeot 
or of proper dignily, it was contended, would enter a prefession 
Which invoived such degradation as many a proviveial Minister has 
constantly to tolerate at the hands of the provincial Warden 


‘employing the word “warden,’ of conrse, as « type) — and 


it is mot always the provinces only ina which this glaring brutality 


flourishes. 


A Vicious Circle. 


No wonder, put in one of the company, that with this linhility 
as part of the Minister's calling, the Minister hinself frequently 
exhibits a spirit as coutemptible and as as that from 
which he suffers. he can pub up. 
No wonder that there is Synagogue after Syoagogve where 
Minister aud CAhasan are not alone at daggers deawn but 
where they have been known to air ino public their enmity 
ond their hatred of each other. No wonder there are 
Synagogues in which the Minister seldom speaks of hie 
colleague, save in terms of opprobriam and abuec, aud where 
hie colleagze gocs one better in the blackening process by 
way of retort every time. Ib is a case of big fleas having 
littie fleas upon their backs to bite ‘em, and little fleas: having lesser 
fleas, and so oa injfiniiuin. The Parnass bullies the Minister; the 
Minister bullies the Chavan; the Chasaun builies the Beadic; and 
the Bead!e bullies the Minyan man. And this sort of thing 
creates a vicicus circle. jecause, clearly, no congregation 
can respect a Minister who misbehaves towards his colleague 
ag unfortunately is so often the case; although if it doos not 
really respect, it pretends to, the Warden whois as badly behaved) 
as any cther of the circle, because, fersooth, he pays for the privilega 
of being a cad. 

No congregation, again, is going to feel proper respect for 
the Minister, who, because of the treatment te which bo is 
subjected, learne-as a way of least resistance to crawl to the rich 
and to vent vpon the poor the blustering contumeliousness which 
is cver the sure counterpart of the obsequious sneak—hie flock 
naturally become disgusted at the performance as much in one diree- 
tion asin the other. Thus the wretched state of affairs acts and 
reaete. It hite and it ricochets; and the only question: worth 
considering is—1l am afraid it is almost as insoluble as whether

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.the-hen or the egg arrived first—whether the crawling of the 


Minister is the cause of the bullying of the Parnass, or the bullying 
of the Parnass the cause of the crawling of the Minister. Or 
whether, again, the desire of some Ministers, because of what they cau 
gain thereby in material favour, induces them constantly to panfler 
to the rich, or whether the innate love for adulation, flattery, 
subservience, and humbleness, which so often accompanies 
wealth, causes these Ministers’ always bent attitude towards those 
in their congregations who are blessed with a little more 
rather than less of this world’s goods. It is difficult to 


determine. But I recollected and retailed the story once to'd me- 


by a singularly independent Minister of a Provincial Congregation. 
He appeared to be in constant trouble with the wealthier section 
of his community, but he was beloved and respected by the poorer. 
I asked him how this came about: “My dear fellow,’ he replied, 
“it is, I suppose, because I utterly refusc to SNNAWOI to any 
man in my congregation, just because he hasn't yet gone through 
the Bankruptcy Court." 

Other suggestions upon the question were ventured. One of the 
party pointed out that young men were loth to enter the Ministry, 
because it imposed upon them religious practices and observances 
with which moderns do not find themselves in accord, His 
view seemed to be that, to put it somewhat bluntly, the young 
man who in these days becomes a Minister must also be a humbug. 
He must preach what he does not believe, and practise what he does 
not appreciate or sympathise with. Here, again, it would follow quite 
naturally that the respect in which the Minister is held by the con- 
gregation must be nil, if the congregation gains the idea that the 
Minister is ahypocrite and performs the duties and obligations of his 
calling merely because the calling binds him to doso. But, as was 
fercibly pointed out, assuming this consideration bears uny weight as 
regards an Orthodox Congregation which may be thought to be 
retrograde aud behind the times, it surely cannot apply to advanced 
Reform Congregations, such as those in America, where it 
is not only frequently difficulé to find Ministers but where 
very often it is noted that Ministers after having held 
office leave the congregation and embark upon some other carcer. 
Thus the question was turned and turned about. Asa result, so far 
as I am concerned, after long consideration I came to this conclusion 
which I offer to my readers on a subject which confessedly is of 
intense importance to our community. Iconcluded that it is not 
the mere question of salary that deters young men from entering 
the Ministry, and that for reasons which | have mentioned, as 
emerging from the discussion which 1 found so fruitful. 

Nor does it seem to me that the calling of Minister is going to be 
made more attractive by compelling all aspirants for it to 
a high grade of Euglish education, and that alone. To be sure, 
it is abundantly desirable that our ministers should be educated 

men. But,obviously, it must be even more important that they should 
be Jewishly educated—educated, that is to say, in Jewish literature 
and learning—than in English or American, asthe case may be. Yet 
in how many Congregations are Jewish learning and Jewish scholar. 
shipappreciated ? In how few is lay learning or lay Scholarship! In 
our ministry to-day, both here and inthe Unites States, the majority 
of ministers are highly educated, some of them are profoundly 
learned; and yet their scholariy attainments do not in themselves 
prove sufficient to give of the Ministry such a position as will induce 
readily young men to join its ranks. The ideaof the incompatibility 
of the religious obligations imposed upon the Minister with modern 
sentiment, is again insufficient to account for the phenomenon that 
was examined in the conversation part of which I have retailed. 
Bach of these things, it seems to me, but touches the fringe of the 
question, and does not in itself, nor do all of them together, account 
for the reluctance of young men to become Jewish Ministers. 


The “Status” of the Community. 


No; the Ministry will not become attractive to our young men 
until an attempt is made to raise something other than the status 
of the Minister. For nothing that can be done in that direction 
cs accomplish any result in the way desired until another 
status is raised, and that is the “status” of the com- 
munity, and by “status” in that connection I mean their spirit, their 
behaviour, their aspirations, and their habits. For it is from the 
community that of course our Ministers are derived, and you 
cannot gather figs from thistles. So long as the community show 
such paltry regard for religion, for the spiritual-minded, for learn. 
ing, for education, and even for Judaism itself, it is impossible to 
obtain a Ministry with such a status, such a position among Jews as 
will form an attraction to the young man about to enter upon his 
life career. Who among us occupy leading positions, positions 
of houour and of prominence? Almost without exception those 
possessed of relatively much wealth and who, in by far the majority 
of cases, are chosen and selected fer that reason and no other. Thus, 
the young man on the threshhold of a life opening out before him 
naturally turns away fromacalling which will bring him no favour, 
however diligently and earnestly he may pursue it, which will bring 
him neither materialreward nor that reward which for better souls is 
of far higher import, inthe respect and consideration of their fellows. 

The War Memorial, asl have mentioned, was founded largely in 
order to raise the status of our Ministry. If that was its intention— 
and I have no doubt about it—and had the promoters only under. 
stood the question in its real bearings, they had an opportunity of 
showing in a very practical way a means whorebythe Ministry's 
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status would havo been notably raised in Anglo-Jowry, 
They would not have addressed their initiatory letter {, 
the one who is regarded as the lay head of the community, 
and they would not have set in high honorary office on tha 
Memorial—so exclusively a religious and spiritual effort, ag it Wag 
represented to be—laymen whose chief qualification for the purposg 
was wealth, which in many cases they had not even themsolyag 
earned, and was in some cases their only qualification. Instead of 
sending the Chief Rabbi on an expedition .for begging 
the pounds, shillings, and pence that were needed for the enter. 
prise, they would have made him President of the concern after send. 
ing him the letter that was transmitted to Mr. Lionel de Rothschj\4, 
and would have reserved high places in the War Memorial's rea} 
control for Dr. Hertz’s colleagues in the Jewish Ministry. Such an act 
would have done more to raise the status of Ministers in the eyes 
of the community, and would have given a surer lead to the proper 
place Ministers should occupy in the conduct of our Synagogues, 
as well as of any institutions designed for our spiritual welfare, than 
all the proposals that have been made for transferring Jews 
College to Oxford or Cambridge, or even endowing Jews’ College, or 
again for adding to the stiponds of individual Ministers. Do we 
wish to raise the status of Ministers ?—and what I say of Anglo. 
Jewry is, mutatis mutandis, applicable to the Jewries of ths 
Dominions and to American Jewry—then we must first raise ths 
“status’"’—the Jewish spirit, the _ sentiment—of the Jewish 
Community. 


Cheltenham College. 


THE JEWISH HOUSE. 

We understand than an anxious situation has arisen in connection 
with the Jewish Louse at Cheltenham College under tho direction of Mr, 
Lipson. I5 would appaar that differences have arisen between Mr. 
Lipson and the College authorities as to the term of years under which 
the concession to couduct a boarding house may be grauted, @ restriction 
heing iniposed on all the masters of the College in this respect. The 
Jewish Hous is naturally not quite on the same footing as the other 
boarding houses, inasmuch as it must be under the care of.a Jew, and 
Mr. Lipson felt that he should be exciuded from the arrangement which 
applied to the other masters. 

The position is complicated by the fact that Mr. Lipson’s interests 
are not the only ones involved. The boys at the Jewish House are also, 
it will be readily seen, affected, and for their sakes it is to be hopeda 
speedy end to the present deadlock may be found. 

The Jewish House at Cheltenham has been so successful under Mr, 


Lipson’s tenure as head that it would be a real calamity if for any reason . 


he were unable to continue tn his present position.

MEMORIAL MEETINGS. 


Antwerp. 


[From our Correspondent.) ANTWERP. 


A meeting in wemory of the late Dr. Max Nordau was held in the hal 
of the Diamond Exchange here last Saturday evening. Dr. PROUJANSKY, 
who presided, opene d the proceedings with a short tribute to Nordau’s 
memory, during which the audience remained standing. 

‘Mr. JEAN FISCHER, who was visibly meved, began by reading a 
letter from Madame Nordau, in which she thanked the various Jewish 
organisations of the city for their expressions of sympathy. Whatever they 
wight feel and express, he said, they conld not do justice to what 
Nordau’s personality bad meant. To make an adequate speech, one would 
have to boa Nordau. It was because ho had had a deep reverence for 
Nordau anda. great friendship for him, which had been reciprocated, 
that he desired to sketch for them the life of Nordau. His 
friendship had been real, true, warm, and loyal to the end. Nordau 
had had no greater friend than Dr. Marmorek, a friendship that had been 
built up on a basis of harmony cf sentiment. One seldom spoke of a loss 
in the case of so old a man, but the whole of Jewry keenly felt the loss of 
Nordau. The masses of the people felt that they would not soon look 

upon his likeagein. Memorial meetings were really unnecessary, because 
the mourning for him was real and geuuine. Le had seen tears being 
shed for Nordau—tears not only of his relatives, not only of Dr. Marmorek, 
bat of old grey-bearded East European Jews who wept. They had lost 
their defender. Nordau had beers a force, a spiritual giant, who had 
compelled men to consider his views. His deep and biting criticism of 
existing conditions had called forth great opposition—a eure proof that 
they were well founded. He had left behind him in his books a great 
legacy, 
A VAST FIELD OF LEARNING, 
that could be studied with profit. His greatest aspiration bad been directed 
towards one thing——justice ; justice in every branch of human endeavour, 
justice for the weak and the oppressed. A great deal had been said of 
Nordau their spokesman, their hero, but whatoftheman? Veryfewthought 
of Nordau as a warm-hearted and noble man. Nordau had beenindced a 
prophet, and he had already been made into a legendary figure. But 
Nordaa was no myth; those who had been intimate with him knew that 
he Was a8 great as the masses had perceived him to be. When they read 
that Pasteur had been attacked, that Beethoven and Schubert had lived 
and died in penury, their indignation was aroused, and they thought that 
that couid not happen in their time. Humanity was indeed poor, and it 
seemed that its best sons must perforce drain the cup of bitterness before 
they passed away. ‘hey had seen it in the caso of Herzl, who died so 
young, and they saw it again im the case of Nordau. His finances had 
not, he thanked God, been extremely straitened, but Nordau bad been so 
proud that he would have starved rather than accept anything that was 
not his due. It would be a falsification of Nordau’s life story to conceal 
the bitterness that fell to his lot at the end of his days. It was a tragedy 
in Nordau’s life that he had never seen Palestine. It was not only a loss 
to him, but also a loss to Zionism. lis visit to the Land of Israel would 
Svcly bave brought about something that they could not even estimate. 
I the years 1913-1914, he (the speaker) had discussed with Nordau, Dr, 
Marmorek, and Mr. Joseph Cowen, the possibility of Nordau’s visiting 
Palestine. This project would surely have been carried into effect, had 
it not been for the war. Some thought that at seventy-four Nordau had 
outtived his fame, But his ideas, like those of Herzl, were not such that 
they could ie replaced by the next generation. Thoy were of eternal 
value. To Herzl and Nordau, as to their disciples, Zionism was tho same 
as it was for Moses—

As previously reported, a memorial meeting to the late Dr. Nordau 
has been held here, at Zion Hall. Speeches were delivered by Mr. M. 
Ussishkin, for the Zionist Executive, Mr. David Yellin, for the Vaad 
Leumi, Dr. Klausner, for the Authors’ Society, and Rabbi Fishman for the 
Mizrachi. The chief Hesped was spoken by Mr. Ussishkin, who said that 
Nordau was not rightly called a “ political” Zionist in his Diary. Herz! 
often complained that Nordau said and did things that were contrary t« 
the policy of the Movement. That was because whenever Nordau spoke 
or wrote he forgot everything but the invincible truth, and disregarded 
the interests ofthe moment. Those.were the days when spiritual Zionlam 
was in the ascendant; to-day the coarse Zionism of expediency and 
opportunism had set in.

A memorial meeting for the late Dr. Max Nordau was held at the 
Town Hall, New York, on the Ist inst., under the auspices of the Zioni«' 
Organisation of Amorica. Professor Richard Gottheil, of Columbia 
University, presided, and declared that Nordau was great “ because he 
mobilised the conscience of his people.” 

Dr. Stepben 8. Wise said that Nordan’s intellectual honesty and 
spiritual courage bad made him perbaps the most frank and straightforwaid 
teacher of his generation. He would have’ scorned “ contemptuously, 
withal justly, the act of the Union of American Hebsew Congregations 
which refused to pass a resolution calling for nothing more than co-opera- 
tion in the physical upbuilding of Palestine, on the ground that sucha 
resolution involved a controversial question.” 

Mr. Morris Rothenberg, Mr. Louis Lipsky, and Dr. Schmarya Levin 
also addressed the meeting. Dr. Harry Friedenwald sent a lette: 
expressing his deep sorrow at Nordau’s death. 


Further Tributes. 


Mr. I. Zangwill will address a meeting of the Toynbee Students’

Under the auspices of the Manchesher Jewish National Fund Com- 
mission, a memorial service to the late Dr. Nordau, will be held at the 
New Synagogue, Cheetham Hill Road, next Sunday, at half past four. 
The service will be conducted by the Rev. N. Isaacs and the Kev, &. 
Pincasovitch, assisted by the choir. 

In the course ofa lecture tothe Leicester Zionist Society last Sunday, 
Mr. 8. Landman, M.A., said that he had had the privilege of frequent 
personal intercourse with Dr. Nordau during his stay in London in the 
years 1919-21. ‘he difference between that Nordau and the Nordau in 
whose salon he had been in 1910 and 1911 was evident. The bumillation 
inflicted on him by France, and five years of exile from his bomo and 
his books and papers, had left an indelible impression upon him. His 
financial independence—the result of the savings of a lifetime of con- 
centration and industry—had been cruelly torn from him, under the 
pretext that he was a Hungarian subject, at the outbreak of war. 
Nordau’s physical strength had been extraordinary. Had it not becn 
for his cruel treatment at the hands of France, he would have lived for 
many years longer. French Chauvinism was to a large extent responsi- 
ble for Nordau’s death, just as German reaction was responsible for the 
death of Rathenau. Nordau was what Ba'zac had set out to be in his 
Comédie Humaine, the physician of the human kind, with his finger upon 
the pulse of humanity. If Balzac was more secure among the immortals, 
was it not perhaps because Balzac had confined himself to France, to 
French men and women, and to the life from which he sprang? There 
was no land to claim Nordau as its own product, and though he had been 
a master of several languages, no national literature had provided him 
with a niche in Eternity. 

The Exeeutive Committee of the Hungarian Zionist Organisation, 
hold 2 special meeting on receiving the news of Dr. Nordau’s death. 
Dr. M. D. Eder was among those present. It was decided to hold a 
service in memory of Dr. Nordauin.a Budapest synagogue. 

Services were held in all synagogues throughout Rumania in 
memory of Dr. Max Nordau last Saturday. Addresses dealing with 
the life work of Nordau and his place in the history of the Jewish people, 
were delivered inthe schools. Acollection has been opened in Bucharest 
with the object of raising a fund to erect a suitable memorial to 

mmemorate Dr. Nordau’s name.

ondon Rifles (T.F.), and am ardent volunteer. He was a Reserve Officor 
with the rank of Captain, and served in tho 1st Middlesex Royal Engineers, 
receiving the Territorial Decoration. Major Sebag-Montefiore distin- 
yuished himself by his brillant services during the war. Hewasgazetted 
Major in the 90th Field Company, Royal Engineers, in 1914. He served 
at the Prout in France from May, 1915, and was seriously wounded in the 
pead and tnvalided home. Upon his recovery, he fought in Gallipoli. 
He was afterwards transferred to the Staff in Egypt, and later sent with 
the Army of Occupation to Germany.

| only hope you will see your way my last wishes, made after 
thought, bat only written down to-night. Now, want tothank you for everything, 
nud so I deserve, and indeed ask for, no pity. Lonly hope yon and the childrenwill 
_vetlook some of my faults. If not too much trouble, I should like to be burntand 
tiyashes scattered. I want moceremony. On the whole, lam full of satisfac- 
ton and relief at this early termination. I bear no resentment to anyone. I 
oatbe and regret the past in many respects, and look for peace in the future 
wiulch | bave anticipated. I conclude by thanking you forall and the children

Spanish and Portugese Board of Guardians. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 


ln presenting their annual roporst for 1922 the Board state that moauy 
of its recipients continue to suffer from unemployment through the 
present economic conditions. The weekly allowances totalled £761, as 
compared with £753 in the previous year. Grants in casual relief were 
made to 738 cases as against 745, at a cost of £107. There was a con- 
siderable increase in the number cf loans, amounting to £232 as against 
£143. 6,367 prescriptions were dispensed by the medical officer, as against 
4,952 in 1921. Working expenses amounted to £451, and £118 had been 
received: from the synagogue by tax. 


A grant of £100 had been made by 


the Lara Trustees towards the administrative expenses of the Board, as 


against £30 im the previous year; trusts and bequests amounted to £850 
as against £493. «A legacy of £100 had been received from the trustecs 
of the: Sir: Gharles Henry. The overdraft amounts to £300 and 
the sam of £216 was still due to capital account. The report concludes 
by drawing special attention to the added deficit with which the Board 
is now faced, mainly due to the increased unemployment and sickness 
now. prevailing and the large falling off in donations. Every endeavour 
has been made to keep down the expenditare withont seriously deprivin;; 
the poor under the Board’s charge. Nevertheless, recourse has had to 
be made to its bankers for a further loan of £100 to meet the pressing 
needs. ‘It hasalways been the endeavour of the Board to avoldumaking 
general appeals, and they now appeal for extra donations or increased 
annual subscriptions.

Consecration and Education. 
From Mr. M. Bloch. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I was greatly interested in the letter by the Rev. BH. Jerevitch 
which appeared in your last issue unier the title “Consecration for 
Girls.” Yet, paradoxical though it may seem, I was not so much 
attracted by the ostensible object of the letter as by several problems 
which it incidentally raised, problems to which Mr. Jerevitch somewhat 
belatedly referred. 

The reverend gentleman's remarks on consecration for girls are 
relatively of little importance. He dea!s tantalisingly, and with rathor a 
suspicion of irony, with several minor problems to which such a conse. 
cration may give rise. Such criticism is merely negative, though, 
unfortunately, it is but too representative of the general attitude adopted 
by modern Jewry towards its moral abd religious problems. However, 
Mr. Jerevitch’s lotter is saved from the realms of the common-place by 
his later remarks. He merits sincere and sympathetic attention when 
he points out that male candidates for consecration, not to mention the 
fomale, are sadly lacking in their knowledgo of Jewish religion and things 
Jewish. In fact, Mr. Jcrevitch’s letter can be construed into an indict- 
ment of Jewish education generally; for if a boy knows practically 
nothing of Jowish education at the age of thirteen, there is little hope of 
later improvement. The whole issue seems to me to be that oft-heard 
query, “Is modern Jewish Education of any fundamental value, and 
docs it meet the needs of tho rising generation?” I think that most 
impartial people of to-day would answer, No! It is a vital question 
which Jews in general have to face, and it has more to do with the 
success and progress of our faith than minor palliatives, such as consecra- 
tion for girls and reforms in synagogue services. 

We cannot disguise the fact that the whole basis of modern Jewish 
Education is radically false and worthless. Far too much attention is 
paid to the teaching of the Pentateuch and not enough to the practical 
laws and customs of every-day Judaism. While the Pentateuch is a 
monument of moral and spiritual information, weare sadly lacking in tho 
elementary knowledge of Jewish life and practices. While I agree with 
Mr. Jerevitch that we cannot expect modern boys to learn, say, tho 
Shulchan Aruch in its original Hebrew, surely, the minister should make 
it his duty to teach them as much as is necessary in English. How many 
boys know what to do if a parent dies and they have to sit Shiva? How 
many boys could conduct a Seder Service in the complete traditiona! 

manner? Yetitis upon such things that Judaism mostly depends, and 
in which it is to-day failing so decisively. What we require is not con- 
secration but concentration, and that where it is most needed, namely, in 
religious education.

S1r,—I have read with great interest the letter on this subject from 
the Rev. H. Jerevitch, printed in your current issue. 

I think your reverend correspondent is not quite accurate in stating 
that “no orthodox synagogue has yet copied the example” (of Israel 
Jacobson, who held a Confirmation service for boys and girls in 1815). 

The Great Synagogue, Sydney, which is certainly quite as orthodox 
as apy of the constituent bodies of the United Synagogue, has carried 
out this practice for a number of years. I happen to have at hand tho 
Annual Report of that synagogue for the year 5673—1913, in which the 
following paragraph appears: 

CONFIRMATION OF GIRLS.—During divine service on Shevuoth 
eleven girls, having previously passed an examination set by Rabbi 
Cohen, were presented to the congregation. - Solemn-prayer was 
recited by the confirmees, who were then addressed by the Rabbi. 

Each girl was afterwards presented with a Prayer-Book by tho 

Synagogue, and a book of Psalms by the President. 

And every year on the first day of Mynaw this ceremony Is part of the 
service. The girls are members of a special class conducted by Rabbi 
Fraucis L. Cohen, and are prepared for examination in the same way as 
Barmitzvab boys, except that the latter have individual instruction. 

If I may refer to another matter discussed in this week's Jewish 
Chronicle, I should like to bring to your notice the fact that the Sydney 
Jewish Community's War Memorial is taking the form of a Communal! 
Hall. Provision will there be made for the various institutions and 
societies to hold their meetings, and there will be a large hall for public 
meetings, and other functions of all kinds. 
already in hand. 

From these facts I think it may be claimed that the New World is, 
at least, well abreast of the Old.

AMERICAN EX-CONSUL'S ENCOURAGING REPORT. 


The Department of Commerce at Washington has issued a speci 
economic survey of Palestine prepared by Mr. Addison E., Southard 
former American Consul at Jerusalem. ‘he report deals wit) the 
commercial resources of the country, with particular reference to 
American trade, for the promotion of which itis primarily designed, |, 
is the first publication of its kind to bo issued by the America, 
Government. 

Mr. Southard holds most optimistic views of the future of the country, 
and he rofers to 
the assured development of its splendid opportunities asan entrepst in trad, 
between the markets of the Occident, and those lying between the Euphrates 
and the Mediterranean on the one side, and those of the newly awakens, 


districts of Nortli-Western Arabia on the other side. Palestine (he continues 
will serve asa eres base fora probable total of more than 3,000,000 people in 
the districts indicated. Within the boundaries of Palestine the population w.)) 


be appreciably increased each year by immigration made up mainly of adn}; 
individuals from central and eastern Europe, who are much more advanced ay 
potential consumers of foreign manufactured goods than are the people. who as 
a whole (referring to the Arabs) make up the present population of the country. 


To a large extent, Mr. Southard bases his encouraging forecast on th, 
success of the Zionist Movement. He writes: 


The main factor in the commercia! rebirth of Palestine is the sentiment,: 
and material attention it is receiving from one of the most active anid vir). 


commercial! races in the world, which appears determined to spare no effort iy 
making the best of every economic possibility which the country possesses, 
The majority population of the country, which is of Arabic origin, is noting 
position to provide financial capital to any great extent, but it will supply, 
valuable capital of certain physical and mental virility which should reset 


mightily to the various economic factors that wil! probably be set in motion. 

With approved communication assured (adds the Consul Souther), 
Palestine will command the trade of some millions of people in northera 
Arabia; of that wonderfal grain district south of Damascus and known as ()« 
Hauran; and of other parts of Southern Syria shut off by the Lebanons from 
the Syrian port of Beirut, which include Damascus and its rich caravan tro», 
extending even further into the districts of the Euphrates. 

Mr. Southard predicts a great future for Haifa, and considers the 
construction of proper harbour facilities there as “perhaps the most 
important factor infinencing the development of Palestine’s forciza 
commerce.” He describes it as the proposed terminus of an oll pipe line 
from Mesopotamia, as boing the Moditerranecan port of the Hedj.z 
railway, and as having the most favourable harbour possibilities on the 
long Syrian coast south of Alexandretta. 

The economic rehabilitation of Palestine, according to the survey, 
“depends largely upon the fullest possible development of its agricu!tural 
resources.” Mr. Southard gives the area of Palestine having “ definite 
agricultural possibilities” as over two-thirds, or over 3,000,000 acres. But 
even the rest of Palestine he does not regard as being altogether hopeless. 
He points to irrigation and hydro-electric power as the most important 
need for the rehabilitation of the land. 

In several places Mr. Southard dwells on the scarcity of capital, 
asserting that inability to secure long-term loans has most seriously 
affected agricultural development, not to speak of industrial enterprises. 
He asserts that Palestine is poor in capital, and that as much as fifteen 
per cent. is chargei on loans. 

The survey refers.in compkmentary terms to the efficiency and 
satisfaction rendered by the courts, and by the Palestine Government 
under Sir Herbert Samuel, which Mr. Southard says “functions very 
efficiently.” Hie speaks well of the police, railroad, telegraph and 
facilities. 


Professor Einstein in Palestine. 


GRANTED FREEDOM OF TEL-AVIV. 


Jewish Correspondence Bureau cables from Jerusalem report that on 
the 4th inst. Mr. M. Ussishkin gave a reception in honour of Professor 
Albert Einstein. All the leaders of the Jewish community in Palestine 
were present to meet the Professor and Mrs, Einstein. The following 
afternoon a reception was held, organised by all the Jewish organisations 
in Jerusalem. Mr. David Yellin presented the guest of the day with an 
illuminated address. . Professor Einstein, in tendering thanks for the 
presentation, said that Zionism was not only a spiritual movement. I[t 
also did real work in Palestine. The international recognition of Zionism 
had strengthened his belief in its ultimate success. 

On Wednesday evening, the 7th inst., Professor Einstein delivered 4 
lecture, on the “Theory of Relativity,” at the Hebrew University house 
on Mount Scopus. Sir Herbert Samuel and the leading members of 
society in Jcrusalem were present, including many Government officisis 
and the heads of the Jewish community and of all the Christian denom!- 
nations. The Arab notabilities in Jerusalem were invited, but not one of 
them came to the lecture. Mr, Ussishkin, who spoke in Hebrew, ixtro- 
duced the lecturer, 

Professor Einstein began his lecture in Hebrew and continued in 
French. Sir Herbert Samuel, in closing the meeting, said that it was 6 
good sign for the Hebrew University that the first lecture in connection 
with it had been delivered by the greatest physicist in the world. 

On Thursday of last week, Professor Einstein was admitted first 
honorary citizen of Tel-Aviv. Mr. Disenhoff, the Mayor, read an address 
and presented Professor Einstein with the freedom of the

*HASHILOACH” SUSPENDS PUBLICATION.

The Falastin has 
jpsinuated that they were interfering in the investigation into 
cho murder of Tewflk Bey, an Arab ex-police officer, in favour of 
a Jew who had been arrested. ‘he articles of the /alas/in on the pro- 
ceedings in connection with the investigation have arous: 4 bitter indigna- 
tion among the Jews, particularly in Jaffa and Tel-Aviv. Haaretz has 
asked for the prosecution of the /alastin under Article 56 of the Ottoman 
Penal Code which deals with incitement or instigation of the people to 
arm themselves against each other. 

What may be the last number of the famous literary journal, Hashi- 
loach, after an existence of twenty-six years, has just been issued in 
Jorusalem. Lack of financial support has compelled the Editor, Dr. 
Klausner, to suspend publication before the fortieth volume had been 
completed. In a farewell note to his readers, Dr. Klausner complains of 
the low straits in to which Hebrew literature has fallen, and trusts that 
one day Hashiloach, first edited by Achad Ha-Aw, may be revived.

CONTRIBUTION TO GOVERNMENT HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


By arrangement between the Government cf Palestine and the 
Joint Distribution Committee of Amurica, a special appropriation was 
wade by the Committee to the budget of the Department of Health of 
the Palestine Goverament to be utilised for the purpose of improving 
sanitary conditions, for the benefit of Palestine in general and the Jewish 
bettlements in particular, and to facilitate the campaign against the 
spread of malaria. This work had been conducted during the last two or 
three years in the Jewish settlements by the Hadassah Medical Organisa- 
tion. To recognition of the fact that the campaign against malaria and 
other infectious diseases, for the imxaprovement of sanitary conditions in 
general, can best be carried on as a function of Government, the Hadassah 
Medical Orgauisation of America has agreed to transfer its malaria and 
fanitary Organisation tothe Department of Health, and the Joint Distri- 
bation Comittee will transfer to that Department the necessary funds.

Dr. Najiel Assil, Minister Plenipotentiary of King Hussoin, has come 
to Loadon in order to conciude with the British Government a treaty the 
affect of which will be to unify the Arab pooples of Syria, Palestine, 
Mosopotamia, the Hedjas, and the Yemen, who formed tho old Arab 
proviaces of Tarkey. These peoples are regarded as “an inseparable 
whole.” For this reason, King Hussein wishes for “the unity of all 
thes» countries, cach to have a Goverament of its own, bul united for the 
coin interests of the Arab nation. 

It is claimod that immediately prior to hig departure for Angora, 
Isroct Pasha requested an interview with King Hussein's convoy, and 
informed him that he had full authority from the Angora Goveramont 
catesorically to declare that Turkey had no inimical intentions against 
the Arabs, but recognised the full independence of tho Arab countries, 
including not only the Hedjas, bat also Syria, Palestine, and Mesopotamia. 
It is added that for months past, King Hussein has beon tho recipient of 
messages from all Arab countries claiming the carrying out of the 
pledes given for the formation of Arab unity and a confedoration of

MR. JABOTINSKY’'S RESIGNATION.

Statement by the Presidium of the Actions Committee o! 
the Zionist Organisation.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


S§ir,—Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky has addressed aletter to the Actiong 
Committee in which he declares that he has resigned from the Executive 
and withdrawn from the Zionist Organisation. At the recont meeting of 
the Actions Committee, statements were made both on behalf of the 
Presidium of the Actions Committee and of the Resolations Commissiog 
sharply repudiating the reproach made by Mr. Jabotinsky that the Actions 
Committee had failed in its duty. As the gist of Mr. Jabotinsky’s letter 
was published in tho Jewish’ Chronicle, in the course of an article he 
contributed to your issue of February 20d, we wish to make the following 
declaration : 

(1). It is nota fact that the Actions Committee has rejected the appeal 
of the Vaad Haleumi. Oa tho contrary, the Actions Committee has 
communicated to the Vaad Hulewmi tho assurance that the Executive 
will adopt all means in order to carry into offect, in accordance with the 
decisionsof the last Congress, the demfand of the Vaad Haleumi concerning 
ite legalisation. 

(2). The complaints concorning the Administration of Palestine have 
received full consideration. Mr. Sokolow, on behalf of tho Executive, 
expressly declared that energetic representations would be made to the 
British Government for the removal of oxisting grievances. 

It is not a fact that the resolution of the Twelfth Congress to send a 
delegation to Sir Herbert Samuol was allowed by the Executive to drop, 
The fact is that the Actions Committee, having rogard to the circumstances 
that arose after the Congress, decided not to send a delegation. 

(3). It is not a fact that no stand was taken on the question of the 
presence of anti-Zionist and cven anti-Jowish higher officials in Palestine, 
It ic obvious from the aforementioned statement of Mr. Sokolow tinat the 
contrary is tho fact. 

(4). The charge that the Zionist Organisation has surrendered the 
{deal of Dr. Herzl, and the questioning of the fact that the Zionist Move. 
ment astill maintains the contents and tho historic spirit of the Basle 
Programme aro repudiated with indiguation. The Zionist Executive has 


“mever atany time or place surrendered an integral part of the Basle 


Programme. The non-acceptance of the resolution that Mr. Jabotinsky 


- gubmitted to tho Actions Co:umittee docs not mean that the Actions Com.

About Books. 


A FAITH THAT ENQUIRES. 


«4 FalrH THAT ENQUIRES,” by the late Sie Henry Jones (Macmillan) 
isos the Gifford Lectures delivered in the University of Glasgow in 
op ORS 1920 and 1921, The main purpose of this course of lectures ig 
sas ol awakening and fostering the spirit of research in questions of 
religious faith. The treatment falls into three parts. In the first part 
the author deals with the obstacles in the way of enquiry into the validity 
af Oat religious creeds by tho frank, and severe, and freo methods of 
science. In the second part, the lecturer expresses unsparingly the 
antagonism between the religious and the secular life. He considers 
wapetully the apparently irreconcilable opposition of morality and religion, 
»oipts out the erroneous conceptions from which the contradiction arose, 
alt: fnally, indicates the principle and method by which alone that 
soatradiction can be solved. In the third part attention is devoted to the 
conception of the God of Religion and His relation to the finite world, 
and especially to man, and God is identified with the Absolute of 
ppilosophy. The result seems to be to prove that reason comes to the 
support of the religion which is enlightened. Enquiry, if free and 
th: rough, will demonstrate the validity of our religious faith. 

Sir Henry Jones establishes a contrast between the religious and 
soeular life which tend sto arrest science at the entrance of the religious 
domain. That contrast is not only general but universal. It varies 
‘ydeflaitely in depth, but it does not always amount to direct antagonism. 
rhere are religions in which it almost disappears. The Greek passed to 
ant fro between the secular and sacred domains most smoothly, and was 
og very familiar terms with his gods and goddesses. The Greek spirit 
was artistic, and for that spirit there must exist a complete equipoise of 
‘oper meaning and outward expression, of soul and body, of mind and 
matter, The Greck deities were, in consequence, simply men and women 
of greater strength and beauty, and, except for the ceremonial observances 
thew exacted, hardly superior to the Greek himself. But for the Israelite 
a chasm yawned between religious and ordinary concerns. Unlimited 
awe and rcverence entered the soul, and a depth of devotion and contri- 
tion hardly intelligible to the Gentile worid. It is the Israelite rather 
than the Greek civilisation which reveals and exemplifies the nature of 
roigion. For, however true it may ba that the contrast of the secular 
wwii sacred must in the last resort disappear, or that, in other words, 
nothing must prove finally “secular” or “unclean,” still religion cannot 
reveal its true character except where that contrast emerges and obtains 

full expression. 

Religion, when it consecrates man’s secular_euergios and powers, 
reconstitutes them, and philosophy casts a new light upon'a man’s world. 
Such, indeed, is the trae function of religion and philosophy. Bat, all 
the same, to sever the religious from the secular life, or philosophy from 
common sense, as is too often done, is to take away the kernel and 
leave only the shell. To sever religion from ordinary life, or philosophy 
from the experience of the scientific and of the plain man, were to empty 
them of their content. So that the coutrast between them is at once the 
deepest of all contrasts, and at the same time it is constitutive of them. 
Keliglon aud philosophy are in a sense nothing more than points of view 
man's ‘fount Nebo, from which he may survey his wanderings in the 
wilderness of his past, aud catch a glimpse of theland beyond his Jordan, 
ind at least conjecture the destiny of a being endowed as he is with 
responsibilities and sleeping potencies. But the facts must be there, the 
scene must be before him. His religion must have what is temporal for 
its content. Except as re-interpreting, re-directing, transmitting the 
practical life of man, religion has little value. 

there is hardly any science, or any region of man’s vital interests, 
in Which the significance of the conception of evolution has not become 
evident. The value and power of religion must receive measureless 
expansion when its fundamental truths are regarded and dealt with 
a the same way; not as authoritative dogmas, not as revelations 
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from without or from beyond the facts themselves, not as fixed and 


unalterable; but as the best explanation we can find, as the essential 
trath and innermost value of the facts of man’s every-day life 
‘a this every-day world. Now, the hypothesis on which reiigion rests is 
comprehensive and daring beyond all others. And the more developed 
the religion the more stupendous its daring. In all the Universe, for 
_ ‘cligious faith there can be no fact ultimately“out of hand; there can be 
uo legitimate purposes which are not reconciled, and no interests which, 
‘0 (he last resort, are not within the grasp of law, and modes of working 
of what is Perfect. And the reconciliation is not of mere aspects, nor of 
‘tallow appearances. Oa the contrary, where the religious hypothesis 
‘88 gripped the soul, and become a belief on which a man dares to live, 
the contradictions of pain, suffering, yea, the suffering of :the innocent, 
‘od sin itself, are somehow held to be overcome. We have but to follow 
out their history to find that, real as they are, their destiny is to serve. 
— Perfect is found everywhere in power. “If I ascend upinto heaven, 
ty art there; if I make my bed in hell, behold thou art there, If I take 
® Wings of the morning and dwellin the uttermost parts of the sea; 
€ven there shall thy hand lead me, and thy right hand shall hold me” 

(Psalin exxxix., 8, 9, 10).

©xpress hisown individuality. To deny this solitary and complete 
near ee of the moral agent is to destroy morality. But may the 
ie World not be a delusion, the creation of man’s self-importance ? 
9. ” the actions of man have no more significance from the point of 
Holi & higher being than the busy toil of an ant-heap has for man? 
the mr: Jones does not think this is so. But once grant the reality of 
call duts world—once acknowledge the nature of the demands which we 
°S~ once grant that a man can and does now seek, now betray, a 
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good that is absolute, and there can no longer be any doubt as to the 
nature and extent of his responsibilities, or of the binding and categorical 
nature of duty. Love turns its obligatoriness into a yearning desire. We 
my Say with the wonderful author of the 119th Psalm, “ Thy Law is my 
delight” (see Psalm cxix., 40, 45, 47, 92, 97, 163, 174). 

A man’s religion is a man’s life—the chief, the dominant, and all- 
pervasive element of it. It is that to which he is unreservedly devoted. 
In this caso his very self is involved—given utterly away to the object 
of its devotion. But it is recovered at the same instant. In fact, the 
giving of the self and the receiving of it back endowed with the price- 
less consciousness of being at peace with God, forgiven, united with 
Him in love, constitute one single movement. The self returns to 
itseif as if completing a circle. To give ourselves to God is to have 
God with us and in us. Man does nct gain possession of himself 
until he gives himself. His infinitude escapes him until he dis- 
covers a worthy end of life. And this is as much to say that he 
cannot do without a God. Till he finds Him, his life is a thing of 
shreds and patches. Once he does find Him, he will find Him every- 
where, The good man, in the midst of his deepest sorrows and most 


painful sufferings—it he does not lose courage and let go his hold—recog- 


nises the will of his God, and wills that “ His will be done.” Here, again 
Sir Ilenry Jones falls back upon the Psalms to express his trendof thought, 
and repeats the same verses which attracted him in a previous part of 
his exposition. “If I ascend up into heaven, Thou art there; if I make 
my bed in hell, behold, Thou art there. If I take the wings of the 
morning, and dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea; even there shall 
Thy hand lead me, and Thy right hand shall hold me” (Psalm cxxxix. 
8,9, 10). The categories of exclusion break downutterly. So far from 
being weakened, the individuality of man is immeasurably strengthened 
by his consciousness of his oneness with his God. His victory isassured ; 
for God being with him, the whole scheme of things is with him. Both 
freedom and the consciousness of freedom grow as the individual com- 
prehends more fully and makes a wider use of the scheme of things and 
unites himself with its tendencies. 

Philosophy, instead of finding in religion a self-contradictory and 
unintelligible fact, discovers that religion attains, as at a leap, the 
results which it itself seeks by toilsome methods. The intelligence is 
always, if its work is prospering, finding some deeper unity among wider 
elements, or new qualities and features in the unity. Herein the object 
of religion the unity is all-comprehensive, and within it «a/! diffcrences 
are, tu the last resort, harmonised. Religion teaches the apparently 
impossible maxim—*“ If you would save your life, lose it.” Thus we get 
back to the reply which the “ wise men of the south” made to Alexander 
of Macedon. He asked, “ What should a man do that he may live?” and 
they answered, “Let him kill himself,” and vice-versa (Tamid 32a). 
Philosophy by means of its conception of an ever self-differcntiating 
Absolute sustains the religious consciousness. It shows that religion so 
far from differing from, or contradicting, ordinary rational experience is 
coutinuous with that experience, and differs from it only in that it is 
tnore complete and perfect. It is a very great matter for religion thus to 
gain the support of the enquiring intellect, and it is a great matter for 
philosophy that its enquiries, in the degree in which they are sincere 
and thorough, support the religious view. The theoretical attitude then 
supports the practical attitude of man towards the Universe, and he thereby 
attains the deepest peace and the greatest spiritual good.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CLXXIII.—Some Jewish Legendary Lore. 


My DEAR CoUuUsIN, 


Like you I have been immensly interested in the treasures found at 
Luxor. With avidity I have read the accounts of the Pharaoh’s tomb, 
and one thing attracted my imagination with particular force—the throne. 
Its antiquity and delicate workmanship must make it a rare object, 
strange to relate it turned my mi.d to another throne which has also 
stirred men’s imagination ta the past -the throne of King Solomon. 

“Moreover the king made a great throne of ivory, and overlaid it 
with the finest gold . . . there wasnotthe like made in any kingdom.” 
So the Biblical narrative reports, giving an account of the six steps and 
the twelve lions and the rest. From earliest times Jewish tradition 
embellished the story with sagas, the first of which was that the throno 
of Solomon was God's throne. Tho writer ia the Book of Chronicles 
must have been acquainted with some such legend, reporting as he does, 
“Then Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king instead of David 
his father.” The Rabbis seized upon the passage and asked, How was 
it possibie for a mortal to sit on the throne of God? But they had their 
answer ready. Just as God's throne rules the world, 80 from Solomon's 
throne there was meted out justice for all. 

But Rabbinic literature does not stop here. It declares that Solomon’s 
throne was built on the model of the Divine throne as seen by Ezekiel. 
The six steps typified the six heavens, according to one authority ; the six 
sections of the Mishna, accordiag to another; the six days of creation, 
according toa third. Most popular, perhaps, was the suggestion of Rab 
Huna that the six steps were a reminder of the six commandments 
especially enjoined on kings and magistrates—not to have many wives, 
many horses, and much gold and silver, and not to wrest judgment, 
respec’ persons, or take bribes—-NW MSS We W535 
ea 5y 411d. When the King ascended the first step a herald reminded 
him of the first command; when he ascended the second, another 
reminded him of the second; and so on with the rest. 

This legend was elaborated in the process of time. Instead of the 
heralds the lions on each side of the steps reminded the King of his duty. 
As soon as King Solomon bestrode the first step, the lions on either side 
lifted up their paws on which were engraved Biblical verses stressing the 
excellence of justice. On the second step the lions to the right and left 
did likewise, and so to the top. The Jéewishness of the conception is 
obvious—the King is admonished to mete out justice. 

Even this comparatively simple story did not content those who loved 
to spin popular yarns. The six steps of the throne were multiplied into 
endless numbers; the lions were given companions in the shape of bulls 
hears, eagles, panthers, all of which not only provided Solomon witb the 
necessary admonition to duty, but also broke out in so noisy a greeting 
that the world trembled, the sleepers in Jerusalem woke up, and those 
who were sick were healed as they heard the sounds emitted by the 
scrpent, the self-same creature, if was said, that Moses made in the 
wilderness and Hezekiah destroyed. 

What happened to the throne of Solomon? When that king dic:’, 
Shishak, Pharaoh of Egypt, captured the throne. From him it went to 
Sennacherib, who in turn lostitto King Hezekiah. Eventually Nebuchad- 
nezzar obtained possession of the precious object; them Abasuerus had 
it; after him Darius became its owner; Alexander the Great captured it 
in due course; from him Antiochus Epiphanes got .possession of the 
throne, and eventually it was brought to Rome, where Rabbi Eleazer is 
said to havo seen its remains—*Q1923 SNOT 93 WSN YN. 

But the various owners of the throne were not enabled to celebrate 
triumphs on it. When, for instance, Nebuchadnezzar attempted to sit on 
the throne one of the silver serpents broke in two and hurt the thigh of 
the conqueror so that he suffered pain for the rest of his life. Of 
Pharaoh Necho a similar story is told; Ahasuerus attempted to sit on it 
but was prevented--as is deduced by a curious piece of exegesis. 
Sy Joan naws—so the Book of Esther opens. The 


first word quoted is not normal; PAWS was explained to denote “when 
he tried to sit,” but conld not. And why? Because it was not his own 
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throne, but Solomon’s. What, then, did he do? He called for an architec: 
to copy the throne of the Hebrew king, and after two years an inferio, 
model was produced. 

Solomon has long been a Bible hero round whom sagas hay 
multiplied apace. Not only his throne, but the Temple he buij;, 
were topics which received the attention of the inventive braj,. 
of the Rabbis of the Midrash. In the construction of 4, 
Temple not only human obnt also spiritual beings assistea— 
A glorious idea this, the highest triumph of religion—that the gwo.. 
enemies of God should assist in building God's house! The evil Spirits 
were each assigned a special task, one to hew stone, another to spin yarp. 
a third tocarry water, and soon. As for the human builders, their lot wa. 
marvellous indeed. Nota single one of them died or was even sick duriy g 
the course of the work; not a single one ever broke a tool, or lost his shoe, 
as it is written, the whole work was peaceful— 55 
But there is an addition tothissaga. Though the workers enjoyed perfec 
peace while the work lasted, when it was concluded they died. Yoy 
marvel at this? The explanation is simple, The Almighty said, they 


‘must die lest other peoples engage these self-same workers to erect public 


buildings and then boastfully say, ‘“ These were built by the workimoy 
who aided Solomon to construct the Temple of the living God,” 

One of the most facinating legends in this connection is that of the. 
Shamir, the tiny creature that bad the power of splitting all things jy 
twain, whether a mountain ora stone. “Andifthou make me an alts 
of stone, thou shalt not build it of hewn stone.” So the injunction jy 
Exodus. ‘It was doubtless in accord with this that the record of th» 
construction of the Temple declares that the House “was built of stove 
made ready at the quarry; there was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard iu the House, while it was building.” But how was 
this possible? Legend replies that the wonder was achieved by aid o; 


 Shimir. The Mishna declares that the creature was made in the Six 


Days of the Creation; Moses knew of its qualities, and used it for 
iuscribiog the Commandments on the second Set of Tables, and also the 
names of the tribes on the Priest’s Breastplate. Solomon’s advisers were 
ware of the powers of the Shamir; but how were they to track the 
creature ? Solomon summoned the demons to his presence and questioned 
them. They professed ignorance, suggesting, however, that their chi-. 
Asbmedai, might be in possession of the wished-for information. 

But it was no casy task to capture Ashmedai. lHowever, Benaiab, 
Solomon's chief warrior, was entrusted with the task, and brought back 
Ashmedaiin chaius. Benaiah first discovered the demon’s habitation— 
a deep cistern in a mountain. Every night, Ashmedai visited his cistern 
in order to drink of the water he there specially stored up for himself. 
Benaiah, by a clever ruse, filled the cistern with wine, which Ashmedai 
in his ignorance imbibed and fell aslcep drunk. When he awoke, he 
found himself a prisoner in Benaiah’s band. Taken before Solomon he 
confessed his knowlege of the whereabouts of the Shamir, and Benaiah 
was sent on a second journey to bring home the little marvel. It was no! 
long before he returned with the Shamir in his possession; and the 
creature divided the stones used in the building of the Temple. 

This Saga has wandered far and wide. I believe the stories 0! 
Solomon’s throne and Solomon's Temple are to be met with not only in 
Rabbinic literature. They are both part and parcel of the world’s stock 
of legends, and who is too old to flad delight in fairy lore? In these two 
instances the stories are Jewish; I often wish there were available a 
useful and handy collection of all manner of Jewish myths and legends.

Successful pupils have their success recorded on the Barmitzvah certifi- 
cate issued by the synagogue. I have no doubt whatever that if the 
facts could be obtained, it would be found that there are quite a number 
of classes doing something similar. , 

My reason for venturing to place these facts before the public is to 
reassure those who, not being acquainted with the inner workiog of 
religion classes, may become somewhat apprehensive that those "* spon: 
sible for the maintenance of Judaism among our children are not altogether 
falfilling their duty to the community, and, secondly, to give ®& lead to 
those Classes that have not yet adopted some such scheme.

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TUTANKHAMEN. 
Was He the Pharaoh of the Exodus? 


By RABBI HARRIS COHEN. 


The eyes of the world are on the Valley of the Tombs of the Kings, 
vever has there been such stir and excitement in the ancient Luxor. 
Por weeks past treasures have been unearthed which reveal the wonders 
of a vanished civilisation. Any day may bring forth evidence which will 
lead us to & new conception of the early history of Egypt. We havo 
followed with intense interest the revelations made by Mr. Howard Cartcr 
and his associates. Doubtless before another issue of the Jewish Chronicle 
will have appeared the Inner Chamber will have been entered, and 
Tutankhamen himself will have been removed from the silent luxurious 
palace in which he has lain unmolested for three thousand years and 


more. Who Was Tutankhamen ? 


Who was this Pharaoh who is expected so soon to make his re-appear- 
ance on earth? Was he one of the monarchs of Egypt of whom we read 
in the Bible? If not, how far removed was he, anteriorly or posteriorly, 
from the Pharaoh of the oppression or the Pharaoh of the Excdus? Had 
ve a hand in ill-treating our fathers, {n throwing our baby boys in the 
Nile?) Maybe he will emerge with some secret records which will throw 
light upon the history of the Hebrews of his day. We await devolop- 
ments with breathless impatience. 

If we but knew definife’y who the Pharaoh of the Exodus was, we 
could, of course quite easily say whether Tutankhamen had any connection 
with Jews or not; for we do know that this monarch ruled over Egypt 
from 1360 to 1350 before the common era, but there is no consensus 
of opinion as to the particular Pharaoh in whose reign Moses led the 
leraclites from Egypt. Mr. Arthur Weigall, late Inspector-General of 
Antiquities under the Egyptian Government, maintains that Tutank- 
bawen was actually the Pharaoh before whom Moses pleaded on 
behalf of his people. There are those who hold with Lieblein 
‘Recherches sur l'histoire et la civilisation de l’ancienne Exypte) that 
the Pharaoh of the Exodus was Amenhetep IIL., the ninth monarch of 
the XVI[Ith Dynasty, who reigned approximately from 1412 to 1376 B.c.r. 

Assuming this to be correct, and assuming for the moment that the 
Hebrews left Egypt in the last year of Amenhetep’s reign, then sixteen 
years will have passed from the Exodus till Tutankbamen ascended the 
throne. Surely then, the monarch whose mummy will soon see daylight will 
have known a great deal about the Hebrews. For asa son of Amenhetep 
he no doubt accompanied his father in the pursuit of the liberated nation. 

There are others, like Tofteen (“The Historic Exodus”), who place 
the great event in the reign of Thothmes III., who sat on the throne of 
Egypt close upon a century before Amenhetep III., in which case the 
Israelites will already have settled in Palestine in the time of 
Tutankhamen. 

The geveral view held for a very long time was that the Pharaoh cf 
the oppression was Rameses II. (1300—1234) and the Pharaoh of the 
deliverance was his son Meneptah (1234—1225). If this is to be accepted 
then Tutankhamen was clearly one of the persecutors of Israel, for he 
reigned only half a century before Rameses II., when obviously the Jews 
were steeped in slavery. It is easy to understand how this theory gained 
general credence. Rameses II. was the builder of the city bearing his 
name, Which was one of the two “treasure cities” the Hebrews raised. 
An account of this is given ina papyrus. Pithom (the modern Tell 
é!-Muskhuta), too, was built by Rameses II. His son Meneptah was a 
ve king, and itis known that in his time Egypt fell into a period of 
ucCiine, 

Isirail-Stele. 

But these conclusions, so tenaciously held so long, have perforce to 
be abendoned by reason of two discoveries made in recent years. In 
‘S96, Professor Petrie found at Thebes what is known as the “ Isirail 
loscription” (“Six Temples of Thebes,” pp. 26 ff.). This contains a song 
of triumph by Pharaoh Meneptah over all his foreign foes, and in it the 
name of “Isirail” occurs. The inscription runs as follows: “The Kings 
‘re overthrown. Not one holds hishead. Wasted is Tehenu. Piundered 
's Canaan, Ashkelon is carried away. Gezer is taken. Yenoam is 
wade as a thing that was not. Isirail is annibilated without any further 
stowth. Palestine has become as a (defenceless) widow before Egypt. 
All lands are united and are at peace. Everyone that is rebellious is 
“und by King Meneptah, given life like the sun every day.” 

Thus it seems clear that in Meneptah’s time the Jews had already 
been established as a nation in Palestine; that is to say, if the 
word “ Isirail” on the tablet is to be indisputably accepted as “ Israe!.” 

Tell el-Amarna Letters. 

Then there is the evidence of the Tell el-Amarna tablets. In 1587, a 
peasant woman accidentally discovered more than three hundred 
“anelform tablets, which were letters written by various Egyptian 
‘assals in Palestine, Syria, and Phoenicia to Awenhetep III. and 
Amenhetep IV, In these letters the “Khabiri” are referred to as a 
‘omad tribe harassing and devastating Southern Palestine, and it is 


‘Senerally supposed that the Khaliri were none other than the Hebrews 


a Were then making their way into Palestine. In thiscase Tutankbamen 
: l have had notbing to do with the Hebrews, for in his days they wil! 
Ave been occupied in the conquest of Canaan under Joshua. 


Biblical Chronology. 
we tecking to determine the date of the Bxodus the Biblical state- 
ma must above all be taken into account, The sixth chapter of 
fous a opens with the following words: “And it came to pass ia the 
out eet and eightieth year after the children of Isracl were come 
of Egypt, in the fourth year of Solomon’s reign . . . that he began 
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‘was the day on which 
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to build the house of the Lord.” Now King Solomon ascended the throne 
approximately in 971 B.c.e. This would make the year of the Exodus 
about 1447, which was the last year of the reign of Thothmes Ill. The 
Biblical account therefore supports entirely the view of Tofteen, cited 
above. In this case a period of eighty-seven years elapsed from the 
Exodus to the reign of Tutankhamen. 7 


Amen and Aten. 

When Tutankhamen ascended the throne, Egypt was in a state 
of religious ferment and agitation. His penultimate predecessor 
Smenkhkara, (who reigned ouly two years, intervened) was the 
philosopher and ‘poet, heretic and roformer Amenhetep IV. Nearly 
all early Egyptian kings bore the names of their gods from whom 
they were supposed to be descended. “Amen” had fora long time been 
the chief deity of the Egyptians. In Hebrew the word is TON and 
occurs as [WON “ Amen of No” in Jeremiah LXVI. 25, and as ]TON NID 
“No-Amen” in Nahum III, 8. It represents the sun. The sacred animal 
of Amen was the ram, and so the deity is portrayed with the head ofa 
ram. There is a tradition that one of the reasons of the institution 
of Passover was to prevent the Jews from falling into the idolatrous 
practices of the Egyptians, and the lamb in the year of the 
Exodus was to be taken on the tenth of Nisan because that 
the Egyptian festival in honour of 
Amen was held. Tacitus speaks of the Passover as “the ram 
slain, as it were, in profanation of Amen.” Am mhetep LV .revolted 
against Amen worship. He declared the whole pantheon of Egypt to be a 
fiction, and held that “a hitherto unknowa heavenly force manifested 
itself to men through the ifen or ‘the Disk of the Sun’” (perhaps the 
word is connected with the Hebrew JN Lord). He accordingly changed 
his name Amenhetep to “Akhenhuten which means “pleasing to the 


Disk of the Sun.” According to his view “the Disk was a window itn. 


Heaven, through which an unknown God shed His radiance upon the 
world.” “This” says the historian (Hall, in “The Ancient History of the 
Near East”) “was clearly monotheism of a high order.” New temples 
were erected in honour of Aten. The King left Thebes, the centre of Amen 
worship, and founded a new city which he called “Akhetaten” or “The 
Glory of the Disk,” which is the modern Tell el-Amarna, where the 
tablets above referred to were discovered. 

The next King, Smenkhkara, who, as wellas Tutankhamen, was 
Akhenhata’s son-in-law, continued the Aten heresy. But Tutankhamen (as 
his name indicates) brought Egypt back to the Amen worship. Indeed in 
his youth, he too was an Aten worsbipper, his name originally being 
Tutankbaten, which means “the living image of Aten.” It is amusing 
to note that with the change of his religion he was changed into “the 
living image of Amen.” 

And so his wife, Queen Ankihseapadt » (“her ‘iife belongs to Aten *) 
became afterwards Ankhsenpaamen. Mr. Carter and his fellow- 
excavators are ardently hoping, when the sealed door of the royal 
chamber is opened, to find the qucen at the side of the kiog. But the 
probability is very remote, for, according tothe general belief, the queen, 
soon after -Tutankliamen’s death, was banished from Egypt by the 
usurper Ai.

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Some East End Problems. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH 
WITH 


Tue Rev. I. BRODIE, B.A., B.Lit. 


ENERAL regret has been evinced ot the impending depar. 
ture from England of the Rev. I. Brodie, Minister-Elect of 
the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation. In the East End par- 
ticularly is this feeling widespread, for Mr. Brodie has made 

himself universally beloved, and has earned general admiration and 
respect for his excellent work, particularly among young people. 

Mr. Brodie was born at Newcastle in 
-— 1895, and attended the local secondary 
+ school where he matriculated, and then 
went to Jews’ College and University 
College, London. He obtained the 
Hollier Hebrew Scholarship and the 
Hester Rothschild Prize at the latter 
institution, and the Lord Mayor's 
Commemoration Scholarship, and the 
Albert Liwy Prize for Semitics at 
Jews’ College. He took his B.A. with 
Honours at London University, and 
then went to Oxford as an Alfred 
Cohen Scholar, obtaining his B.Lit. for 
a thesis on the Karaites. During tho 
War he served as Chaplain at Alder- 
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shot and in France. After holding 
temporary ministerial posts in New- 


castle and Hammersmith, he was 
appointed Minister in the East ud 
under the New West End Syuagogue, 
relinquishing this post in October when appointed to Melbourne 
in succession to Rabbi Dr. Joseph Abrahams. He is at present 
reading for his Rabbinical Diploma, and hopes to ‘leave for 
Meibourne in the summer to take up his duties for the New 
Year. Mr. Brodie still continues to conduct Friday Evening 
Services for young people under the auspices of the last 
London Synagogue, and a class in Jewish History at the St. 
George's Settlement which he has conducted for over a year. He 
also frequently lectures tothe senior class of the Sabbath Classes 
at the Jews’ Free School, and preaches occasionally at the Great 
Synagogue. Mr. Brodie’s experiences in the East End make his 
views of Jewish problems in that part of London of value, and be 
has, in the course of an interview with a representative of the 
Jewish Chronicle, given an interesting exposition of his impressions. 
THE DANGER OF GENERALITIES. 
“T au: particularly interested,” said Mr. Brodie, “in religious problems 
down here. The first essential for anyone to understand these problems 
is to know the services in the synagogues, Jewish customs and home-tile, 
andthe institutions which set out to give religious education, such as the 
Talmud Torahs. Many people talk_about religious problems in the East 
End without baving seen Judaism in the synagogue or Chevra, or without 
knowing avything at all about home-life or the people. This accounts 
for the number of vague gencralities which are made in regard to these 
problems. If there is one thivg to be learntin the East End, it is that 
the last thing one should do is to make any general statement. One 
is so bewildered by the impressions there gaine’. There are so wany 
paradoxical situations.

DIVERSE COSMOS. 

“If one went to the Machziké Hadass one would think that the East 
End was an extremely orthodox district, and that nothing but fervour and 
enthusiasm existed for Jewish institutions. On the other hand, if one 
walked down Whitechapel Road and Commercial Road on a Friday 
evening and on the Sabbath, one would be surprised at the open breaking 
and profauation of the Sabbatb, and it would lead to the belief that the 
East End is very lax in its observance of the laws of Judaism. Then, 
again, one would find that the East End is certainly a place where 
inteliectual movemevts are encouraged. For example, if a noted Jewish 
writer comes to this country, he is bound to be given a wonderful ovation 
by people in the East End of London, and rarely elsewhere. Yet some- 
times one comes to the conclusion that Jewish young men are not true to 
type, because one comes across men who are not interested in any 
intellectual movements, but are keen on betting, boxing, and gambling. 
So that it is most difficult to hazard any general opinion about religions 
or intellectual problems here. One can only record impressions. 

THE SYNAGOGUES. 

“First as to the synagogues. One is struck in visiting the average 
synegogue under the Federation with the fact that there is a conspicuous 
absence of the younger generation. Ou Friday night and Saturday morning 
the synagogues are fairly full, the Chevras fairly well attended, yet one 
cannot help but notice that the young people are not there unless they 
are mourners. The services in the synagogue are not always conducted 
with that decorum which should pervade a religious service, though it 
cannot be dented that there are moments during the service when wonderful! 
fervour and religious enthusiasm prevail. The Readers of the synagogues 
seem very often to make more of the singing than of the prayers them- 
selves, and although they try to do their best this does not necessarily 
improve the tone of the service or create any spiritual feeling. What 
would be desirable in my cpinion would be the intoning of the services in 
a simpler fashion, true to traditional melodies, and rendered in such a 
way as to encourage more congregational singing. That would certainly 
attract young children to the services.

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Cutting the Commandments.—-I], 


SERMON FOR THE

And God spake all these words saying.’—Eaodus ex., |. 


In our previous “ Sermon for the Week” we treated of the propose 
abbreviation of the Commandments which the Prayer Book Revision 
Committee have brought before the Church of England National Assembly, 
and we discussed a contemplated omission from the Second Command. 
ment, where God is spoken of as “a jealous God, visiting the iniquitices 
of the fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth generation.” 
We now come to the Third Commandment, from which it has been 
proposed to omit the words: “for the Lord will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh His name in vain.” But surely the command would lose iy 
effectiveness and emphasis if it were pronounced in the truncated form 
that some critics now desire to adopt. The Hebrew of the passage now 
brought into dispute signifies, “ the Lord will not hold him to be clean | ps) 
who taketh His name in vain.” This is a solemn assertion which we cay 
ill afford to lose out of our recital of the Commandments. Onr 
Sages tell us that the heavens trembled when it was announce. 
The test of moral cleanness-a very searching test--is_ the 
attitude of a man to the name of God. God says 4 man’s relation to LI}; 
name is the proof of what that man is in the fibre of his being as ty 
cleanness or uncleanness. Moen to-day are breaking this Commandment 
in three ways—by profanity, frivolity, and hypocrisy. The sin of profiue 
swearing prevails to this moment; it is very often the sin of thoughiles:. 
ness. A man is annoyed in some way or another, and gives ready tongue 
by some fou! oath in which he takes God's namein vain. He is taking 
God's name in vain, because he does not mean what he says. Another 
form of taking God's name in vain obtains in some sections of society. There 
is a light and frivolous use of the Holy Name, a prevalent and fashionabic 
joking about God. The man who uses God’s name in this way is unclean 
through and through, he has lost his venerationfor God. A third and 
subtle form of breaking the Third Commandment is committed by those 
who pray in no proper spirit of reverence and piety, behind whose wor. 
ship there is not the spirit of truth and sincerity. In all these things 
God will not hold a manclean, or He will not hold him guiltless, but He 
will punish the audacity of those who treat the Divine name with irrever. 
ence. Such words are surely too important to be discarded. 

Why should it be desired to omit from the Fourth Commandment 
the words: “Init thou shalt do no manner of work, thou and thy sou 
and thy daughter, thy man-servant and thy msid-servant, thy cattle and 
the stranger that is within thy gates. For in six cays the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea-and all that in them is, and rested on the 
seveoth day ; wherefore the Lord blessed the seventh day and hallowed 
it’’'? We can conceive two reasons that may have animated the 
innovators. The first clause of the omitted portion tells us that the rest 
must be general. It must include servants and animals; so that its 
present form would be a standing reproach to those who observe a dayctf 
rest themselves, but deny the boon to those on whose services they 
depend for their comfort or enrichment. Do away, then, with these 
words, and no awkward questions need be raised. And the second clause 
which they would delete is, perhaps, more awkward still, for it posits 
a theory of creation which is no longer believed in. But what if the 
Biblical story of Creation has been proved to be unscientific? Science 
cannot deny that. God is the Creator of the world, however the world 
came into being; and the observance of the Sabbath is for us a recegui- 
tion of the fundamental fact of God's creatorship. Whether in six cays 
—as it was believed in former times—or in millions of years, God di 
create heaven and earth, the sea and all that in them-is; and the com: 
pletion of this work may be regarded as a divine rest, which we are 
bidden to copy by resting one day in seven. And God's blessing res*s 
ou this day, as all experience shows. Read the testimony of Sir Matthew 
Hale, one of the most strenuous workers of his time, devoting sixteea 
hours a day to hard mental labour: “God Almighty is the Lord of our 
time, and lends it to us, and itis right that we should consecrate p*' 
of that time to Him. So I have found, by strict and diligent observation, 
that a due observance of the duty of this day has ever had joined 
it a blessing on the rest of my time; and the week that has been so begun 
has been blessed and prosperous to me; and, on the other hand, whex | 
have been negligent of the duties of this day, the rest of the week he* 
been unsuccessful and unhappy to my own secular employments, 80 that 
I could easily make an estimate of my success the week following by the 
manner of my passing this day; and this I donot write lightly or incon 
siderately, but upon a long a sound observation and experience.” 


From the Fifth Commandment it has been proposed to omit the words: 
“that thy days may be long in the land which the Lord thy God givet® 
thee.” The wording of the Commandment promising long life in the laud in 
which the Israelites were to form a nation is said to have been responsibie 
tor the apostasy of Acher. A father once told his son to climb a 'ree aud 
take a bird’s nest, setting the mother free, in accordance with 
that scriptural injunction to which again the reward of long 
life is attached. The boy did as he was told, fell to the 
geound, and was killed. When Acher saw what had happened, be 
lost faith in the words of Scripture, which, it appeared to him, had 
been doubly falsified by this accident, and he was henceforth know? 45 
“ Acher,” the apostate from Judaism. But the words of the Command: 
ment are not to be understood to signify that filial piety and lovg life 
necessarily go together, They are to be understood in a social sense: 
The trespasses of the individual rebound on the State as a whole; they

Ropert WALLEY COHEN, moved the adoption of the 
spstitation which had been circulated, and asked the Council to pass the 
‘iiowing resolation, which had been drafted to meet the requirements of 
the Board of Trade: 

Tat it be an instruction to the Executive Committee to apply to the Board 
Trade for a licence under Section 20 of the Companies (Consolidation) Acts, 

= and that the Executive Committee be and is hereby authorised to register 
‘ho Memorandum and Articles of Association in the form placed before the 
eet ng and identified by the signature of the Chairman, subject to the 
oprecton of verbal and printing errors and to any modifications in the 
beament that may be required by the Board of Trade and accepted by the 
cecative Committee. 

He cald that the document which the Executive Committee recom- 
wended for their acceptance was one which had been before them for 
nearly a math, and he wassure it was very clear to ail the members of 
the Council. It would probably be felt that it was rather a dull and 
quinteresting document. At the samo-time it wasimportant, because he 
hoped aud believed that if would prove an historic document in the 
annals of Anglo-Jewry. He desired at once to deal with the objection 
that had been mentioned to him and had often been raised, why they 
needed anything so complicated. At present the Council was nothing 
more than an informally got together body of mea pursuing a great ideal, 
but bouad fogether by no laws or formalities of any sort or kind. The 
founders of the movement had perhaps had their eyes giued too tightly to 
the great purpose Which the Council was to pursue to realise the possibility 
of controversy which existed in so simple and clementary an ‘aim. It 
was perhaps rather

necause if they had realised the opportunity for strong controversy, for 
strong differences of opinion on this very simple aim, he thought they 
wight have shrunk from attempting to achieve it. But, fortunately, they 
did not, and they now had the task of putting their aim into language of 
such a kind that even lawyers of future generations would not be able to 
ind any ambiguities. They had had many long debates and discussions 
over thisdocument. It was first the advice of their Hon. Solicitor that 
brought them to feel that some definite shape must be given to the War 
Yemorial Council, and the arguments and reasons which he put forward 
vere So Convincing that they asked him to stady the form in which it 
would be byst to give effect to that idea. After prolonged examination, 
he Came to the conclusion that the best form was that of a Company 
limited by guarantee. That simply meant a Company in a particular 
(orm taken by a body got together for a public purpose and 
aot for any profit. It was a very convenieat form. He 
believed it was recognised and described by an _ authoritative 
‘eXt-book as the best form in which War Memorials should be put. 
Atany rate it was @ recognised legal form for a body which was 
pursuing & pubiic purpose, and therefore the Executive Committee 
‘ter examining the Acts came to the conclusion that it would be the best 


form for them to adopt. They then appointed a Committee of about ten

were cousidered by the Executive Committee, who ‘auieeh teen 
modified them, and eventually got them into a form in which they wore 
unanimously approved and put before Counsel. Counsel submitted fA 
draft, which was considered by the Advisory Sub-Committee who modified 
it in many respects, submitted it to the Executive Committee, who 
also discussed it, and eventually brought it into this form and, without a 
single dissentient voice, decided to recommend it to the Council. He had 
wearied them with that long story because he did not want anybody to 
think that it had been a hastily-got-together document. He never 
remembered a document which had been so fully examined. The dis. 
cussions which they had had on that docnment had turned mainly upon 


questions of machinery. They had been faced with such problems as to 
how they might secure 


CO-OPERATION BETWEEN MINISTERS AND LAYMEN, 


and whilst maintaining to the full the status of the minister, which they 
were anxious to maintain and enhance, maintain the interest and 
enthusiasm of the layman, on whom also the success of this movement 
must depend in fature generations. How to combine these two things 
was one probieim that gave them much anxious thought. Then they 
had had some difficulty in devising machinery whereby those who 
pursued ove interpretation of Jewish tradition might not utilise the 
machinery of the War Memorial to impose that upon those who followed 
another interpretation—be did not like to use the word “ proselytising,” 
That was a fear that some people had in their minds—that one section 
might want to use the wachinery of the War. Memorial tc convert the 
other section over to their poiot of view. That was as far as possible 
from the intentions of that body. What they were anxious to secure was 
that any one of those who were represented on that Council, that any one 
of those who were pursuing a genuine Jewish ideal with enthusiasm and 
with the sole object of making Judaism stronger and better in the lives 
of Jows of the British Empire, should be abie to call on the Jewish War 
Memoral to help them in their work. They had experienced quite a difficulty 
in reaching a form of words that would ensure that particular possibility, 
the fulfilment of that particular aim, withont ailowing the slightest 
chance of one using the machiuery to influence the other if such a desire 
should arise. On all these points of machinery they reached a con. 
clusion that was down in that paper, and it came before them as a 
recommendation of the Executive Committee with no single dissenticnt 
voice, It might be urged that the Council would like to repeat the process 
through which their representatives had been going for many months 
past. He hoped that would not be done. On the Executive Committee 
there were thirty members, who represented every possible phase of Jewish 
thought and activity existing in that Council. He thought these thirty 
men. represented as large a body as could usefully deal in detail with a 
problem of that kind. The Executive Committee naturally wanted to 
know that their work had been conducted ou princip'es which were 
approved by the Council, but the work of draftiug in detail was oue which, 
he thought, could not be done by a larger body. Aud if the Council 
approved the principles he hoped they would feel disposed to accept the 
document as it had been submitted to them. The document itself 
required very little explanation. Afrer drawing atteution to the leading 
clauses, he said that there were two general considerations which every- 
one had borne in mind in drafting the document. What they were doing 
was laying the foundation on which future generations wouid bea able to 
bulld. They wonld find in it 


NO REFERENCE TO EXISTING INSTITUTIONS, 


no reference toexisting phases of thought that hada particular expression 
to-day but might have no meaning for their successors fifty years hence. 
He thought the Council had reason to be proud of the foundation which 
it had laid. Many peopie looking on that foundation and expecting to see 
in ita complete institution might fladit disappointing. Those who had had 
the experience, as he had had, of witnessing the erection of large 
buildings, must have noted how long foundations took to build. What 
applied to physical structures applied also to spiritual ones. They had 
laid the foundation for the improvement and development of Jewish 
religious education and Jewish religious life in a way that no body 
of men had been able to do before them. He did not suggest that 
that was due to the virtues of the Council. They bad had before 
them an ideal which everyone felt must be fulfilled if their civilisation 
was to have a chance of developing and improving itself. Everyone felt 
that the responsibility of makiog Judaism a reality for its future genera- 
tions was a tremendous responsibility. Through the War Memorial that 
responsibility could be fulftied, and that was why they had had such a 
splendid response. Originaliy it was intended to be a fund of one million 
pouuds. In his view it should bs a fund for a much larger sum than that. 
He thought they had made a wonderful start, and he hoped everyone 
would feel that the three years during -which they had worked upon it 
would be nothing more than a minute compared with the period for which 
they were legislating that evening. There had b-ena suggestion that 
they might postpone consideration of the matter to yet a further period. 
His own view was that it was botter not to do so, He thought that 
they ought to put themselves iu order, and thereby facilitate the great 
task on which they were engaged. He felt quite certain that there was 
no member of the Council who was not anxious to facilitate it and not 
determined to achieve the great purpose for which they set out. Andif 
they succeeded in achieving it he thought they would erect a Jewish 
community in the British Empire thet would stard comparison with any 
Jewish community in any part of tho world, and would be fit to take its 
place asthe religious organisation of the Jews of the British Empire, who 
had to fill the special responsibility of inspiring with a religious force in 
their lives the citizens of the Empire that stood in the forefront of the 


‘world’s progress. (Cheers.) 


The PRESIDENT said that he proposed to call upon Sir Adolph Tuck, 
who had informed him that ie wished to movo a resolution postponing 
consideration of the Constitution. Oa the motion it would be possible to 
have some general views after which, if the motion were defeated, the 
clauses would be submitted seriatim. 


Motion to Defer Consideration Defcated. 


Sir ADOLPH Tuck, after complimenting Sir Robert Waley Coben on 
the way he had opeued the proceedings, said that he did not propose to 
discuss the Constitution, but to advance reasons for postponing its 
discussion, and he hoped to convince the Council that the delay 
would be for the benefit of the War Memorial. Oaly a week 
previously the Secretary of Jews’ College had been informed 
by their Solicitors, that ia conjunction with the Solicitor of the 
Jewish War Memorial the instructions to Counsel in respect to the 
agreement between the two bodies had been approved, and Sir Arthur 
Underhill and Mr. Judab Israel had been jointly instructed in that matter. 
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It would be within their recollection that the resolutions passed and the 
agreement made betweoon the Council of Jews’ College and tho Executive 
of the Jewish War Memorial were arranged to be submitted to Counsel 
with instructions to advise as to whether this agrocment could be carricd 
out legally in the terms of the Constitution under which Jews’ College 
was founded nearly seventy years ago and by virtue of which it had 
been carried on ever since. The main point under consideration was 
whether clauses of the Constitution of Jews’ College which provided that 
the teaching wasto be in accordance with the principles of traditional 
Judaism were likely to prove a legal bar to the agreement come to 
between the two bodies. This was one of the tustructions to the Solicitors 
on which the opinion of leading Counsel was to be taken. In a secon 
letter, received only the previous day by the Secretary of Jews’ 
College, the Solicitors enclosed a copy of the complete joint instructions 
sent to Counsel. There was no need to trouble them with a recital 
of these instructions, but the kernel was to be found in the flual question 
put to Counsel: 


If the course suggested is, in the opinion of Counsel, open to objection, or 
cannot be legally carried out, they will please advise as to the steps which, in 
their opinion, should be taken for the purpose of carrving into effect the 
resolutions. 

One of the resolutions referred to, was the reconstituting of the 
College, so as to divide it into two different sections, one called a Jewish 
Theological College, to be carried on in accordance with the principles of 
traditional Judaism, the other to be calle.i an Academy of Jewish Learning, 


in which all representatives of Jewish reiigion, orthodox or otherwise, 


should be allowed to be taught. This resolution also formed part and 
parcel of the Constitution of the Jewish War Memorial which 
they were asked to adopt that day—(sir R. W. Cohen dissented)— 
and he submitted that it was inadvisable for them to take 
any risk in adopting a constitution, and irrevocably commit them- 
selves to a clause as to the legality of which there was 
obviously a questioa, and which eminent counsel were examining at that 
moment. He was quite aware that they were there to discuss the consti- 
tution of the Jewish War Memorial and not that of Jews’ College, but it 
was perfectly obvious that the Jewish War Memorial, which proposed to 
take Jews’ College under its wing, might lay up for itself an impossible 
task if the constitution adopted proved to run counter to the legal 
responsibilities of the Council of Jews’ College. If, then, the Council of 
the Jewish War Memorial was in earnest in its expressed desire to be 
connected with the remodelling and improving of Jews’ College for the 
benefit of the community, it would be most hazardous actually to decide 
and adopt Articles of Association which might prove fatal to the possi- 
bility, from a legal point of view, of carrying out thisintention. He trusted 
that the Council wou'!! not cousent to tie its hands, bunt that members 
would afford themse!ves the opportunity, if so advised by Counsel, to 
make such modific:tions in one or other clauses of the Articles of 
Association as to enab'e them to have a hand in the fnture destiny of 
Jews’ College. He could only assume that the Executive of the War 
Memorial was under the impression, when deciding upon the date of that 
meeting, that Couusel’s opision would have been in their hands, wheu 
they would have been in a position to discuss the proposed constitution 
in accordance with Counseil’s advice. Seeing that it could only mean a 
few weeks’ delay at most, he noved the postponement until the opinion 
bf Counsel on the question of the legal enactment of the agreement 
made between the two bodies was submitted to the Council, 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES, K.C., seconded the motion. He said that he 
was prepared to go considerably further than Sir Adolph Tuck. He had been 
told that that document had been settied on the advice of a non-Jewish 
counsel, and he protested against that act of anti-Semitism on the part cf 
the War Memorial... He would say nothing more than this, that there 
were plenty of Jewish junior barristers perfectly capable of having 
settled a document of that kind, and he protested against the policy which 
had induced a Jewish body, supposed to be representative, to give its legal 
work to a non-Jew. It was a long-standing grievance which Jewish 
members of the Bar had often harped upon. | 

The PRESIDENT asked Mr. Henriques to keep to the motion. 

Mr. HENRIQUES said that he would not go into the details of the 
document. te objected to its form and to its substance. He objected to 
their highest ideals beiug putin the form ofa Company. It was a great 
biot on the Jewish community that this should be allowed. In some 
future children’s guide to knowledge if the question were asked: “ What 
is Judaism?” the answer must be: “It is a Limited Company under 
Section 19 of the Companies’ Act with the right not to employ the word 
‘Limited’ and therefore subject to the Board of Trade. The Jews have 
always been wasters of trade and finance, of company promoting and 
stock-jobbing, and when they wanted to make ‘a permanent ennobling 
force in the lives of the Jews of the British Empire’ they thought the best 
thing was to enshrine it in the terms of the Companies’ Act.” (Laughter.) 
They laughed at this now, but it was a mors biting sarcasm on the actions 
of the Jewish community than Mr. Beiloc had ever written about them. 
There was a Press Committee under the presidency of the President's 
able relative (Lord Rothschild), but they would be getting up work for 
that Committee to do if they proceeded with this scheme. It would be 
& perfectly legitimate criticism to say that when the Jews were going to 
put their ideals into shape, the shape that most appealed to them was that 
contained in

and stock-jobbers. but his objection did not rest there. They were 
going to place upon the Jewish community a new body, which he supposed 
was going to call itself a representative body—“a permanent ennobling 
force”—to his mind wholly uunecessary. The adoption of the name 
“Jewish War Memorial” might have been very powerful for the purpose 
of drawing money some time ago at a time when people were making 
large profits. But they did not want a War Memorial permanently for 
the purpose of interfering, whether qualified or not (Sir R. Waley Cohen: 
“Shame ;") in the religious matters of the Jewish community. He was 
not an anti-Semite, but when the anti-Semites analysed the constitution 
of that body they were given ample material for saying things about the 
community which no one wanted said, The proposed body was wholly 
unwanted, wholly unnecessary. The Memorial was started for the 
purpose of obtaining a large sum cf money. Under the Companies’ Act 
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provision was made fora minimum subscription, and unless the minimum 
subscription was reached the Company did not go to allotment. They 
had not obtained their minimum subsoription, and he could not understang 
why they should wish to go to allotment. They had obtained jess 
than a quarter of the sum they desired, some in cash and some jp 
promises. They had collected for three main objects. One was 
the reconstitution of Jews’ College, and the general suggestion was—anq 
apparently a great deal of stress was laid on this—that the College shoniq 
be removed to Oxford or Cambridge. That matter had been knocked op 
the head longago. If they had money for the College, why not give it to 
the College? There must be some proportion of the money which wags 
due to the College. Why set up another body? They were no better 
qnalified than the Governors of the College to deal with it. It was ap 
unheard of thing for an outside body to possess the monoy and distribut. 
it how they liked and place a veto on the Governors of the College. [If 
the College was wrongly constituted, let them amend its constitution, but 
give it freedom and independence. It did not require the Jewish War 
Memorial to interfere in all its concerns. The same thing applied to 
education. The community owed the Memorial a great debt of gratitude 
for having established the Education Council. Butonce having established 
it, why not give it freedom and independence ? Why could it not administer 
the money without the interference ofan outside body? Similarly with the 
Ministers’ Augmentation Fund. If they did not return the money to the 
subscribers, but retained it, they would have constant bickering and 
quarrelling, The money ought to be given as he had suggested. The 
Memorial had been formed with the highest hopes, which had falled. 
(sir R. W. Cohen; “No!”") The community would not be convinced that 
the College shoald be removed, and they had been unable to obtain the 
large amouat of money they sought. The general scheme was deat, 
They hoped that the war would be more or less forgotten. The term 
“ War Memorial,” could not be used any more to extract money. Th: 
scheme having failed iu its essentials, they should give it a quiet and 
respectful burial. As practical men their duty was to apportion the 
money among the institations for which the money was intended to be 


given. 
A ‘*Disgraceful Speech.” 

Sin ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that he felt bound to answer th 
disgraceful speech to which they had just listened. Mr, Henriques hed 
referred to auti-Semitism. Aunti-Semites could wish for nothing betta 
than to hear that speech from a man who held a position that entitled 
him to some reapect, but who was incapable of grasping one tenth 


of the ideals that had animated that Council and its work. He did not 
propose to enter into his laboured joke in which he compared that great 
public body, which was adopting a recognised form for bocies pursuing a 
public purpose, with stock-jobbing concerns, with which he appeared to 
bo familiar. He did not think anybody else shared that confusion of 
mind. The so-called legal points Mr. Henriques had thought fit te 
raise, he (Sir Robert) hoped the legal gentlemen, who had noi 
shown themselves so completely devoid of every idealism, would 
deal with. He could not, however, refrain from a protest sgains 
Mr. Henriques’ speech, coming ‘as if did from a member of the 
Berkeley Street Congregation, and presenting a glaring contrast t 
the splendid help received from other members of that synagogue, wh 
had come, not attempting to cast that whole movement to the ground, 
bat doing their very utmost to raise it to the height of its great purpose. 
He did not think there were five men who did bot believe they were 
going to succeed. (Cheers.) He did notimagine it was necessary for hiw 
to speak to that audience to contradict the absurdly false suggestion 
Mr. Henriques had made, nor need they have tho smallest fear that the 
Jewish community would fail them. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P., asked how far the question raised by Sir 
Adolph affected the constitution. 

Mr. H. L. NATHAN said that as having a special interest in this 
document, for which he had been responsible, he asked to be allowed to 
deal with the legal aspects, and in the first instance with what bad beeu 
said by Sir Adoiph Tuck. It was perfectly true tiat the resolutions 
relating to Jews’ College were before Counsel, They might advise that 
certain legal difficulties existed. If Counsel should flnd that these 
Uifficulties existed, some other method would be sougit of carrying inte 
effect the resolutions which were agreed to. It was merely a question! 
finding adequate machinery, and not of devising the purpose for which 
tnat miachiuery should be used. But be suggested that considerations 
relating to Jews’ College were cutirely irrelevant. They were cousideriny 
the constitution of the Jowish War Memorial. Its functions were fa 
wider than the functions of Jews’ College. He did not say Jows’ Coiicge 
had to be regarded as a department, but he did say the constitution of 
Jews’ College could only be dealt with entirely independently of tbe 
constitution of the Jewish War Memorial, and it would bea self-contained 
body. Mr. Henriques had complained of Jewish counsel wot havin, 
been employed in reference to this matter. As a Jewish solicito 
it had always been bis aim and practice to employ Jewish counse 
when their qualifications were equal to those of non-Jews. bu 
where there were specialists in a particular line these specialists were 
consulced without regard to their race or creed. The difficulty ws 
greater than seemed to be supposed. There werea great number of J ewish 
barristers, but most of them were on the Common Law side. There were 
only about five eminent Jewish counsel at the Chancery Bar (Mr. 
Henrianes: “More”). Of these, two or three were members of the 
Executive Committee of the Jewish War Memorial, and were in fact 
members of the sub-Committee which studied the instructions to Counsel. 
The two other Counsel whom he had in mind were in their own line o! 
work eminent men, but neither of them would claim to be an expert 10 
that particular class of work, and he much doubted whether either of them 
would have undertaken the workif offered. There had been considerable 
doubt and difficulty as to the particular form of constitution that should 
be adopted. There were three alternatives. They could have hada Deed 
of Trust, which would have had the disadvantage of being a great doa! 
longer aud more obscure. It would have had tre additional disadvantage 
ot having trustees personally lable, and if any trustee should resign 
die all the securities would have to be dealt with and transfered to pew 
trustees, which would be very expensive. The second method was to g0 
to the Charity Commissioners, and ask them to prepare a scheme. They 
preferred to draw up their own constitution, rather than entrust it to people 
who knew nothing of the Jewish community and the ideals behind the 
Memorial. They bad finally decided to form thatCompany. It was 4 ver) 
apecial form of Company. It had no minimum subscription because it 
had no sbares, and its constitution was so drawn that no one might derive

Sir Robert Waley Cohen and the Chief Rabbi. 

The CuIer RaBBt sald he desired to correct the statement made by 
sir Robert Waley Cohen that the constitution had been passed by the 
Paecutive Committee unanimously.

of these synagogues.. They are generally very capable, very learned, 
very earnest, but their outlook ts very Umited. They only appeal, of 
course, to the older generation. Their method of preaching, when they 
do preach, shows learning and brilliance, but very little knowledge of, 
and contact with, modern life and modern problems. They certainly 
cannot be spiritual guides to those people who bave been born in this 
country, because they have nothing to say about those problems which 
must be of momentin the lives of young people. The matter of their 
discourses is generally very sound, but the method cannot appeal. They 
could be a great force for good even among the ounger people if only 
they could express themselves mach more clearly and simply, if only 
they conld go out of tholr way to understand the young people instead of 
deplorirg and bewailing their falling away from Judaism. 

THE YOUNGER GENERATION, 

“The great religious problem in the East End,” said Mr. Brodie, “is 
to get hold of the younger generation and try t» induce them to show 
more interest in, and more respect for, Judaism. I6 seems to me that 
one must adopt some indirect method of approach. It would be difficult 
to speak to young people directly in the name of religion. I think 
a better and keener interest in Judaism will come about if the method of 
approach is based on a kuowledge of Jewish history which certainly 
tends to deepen Jewish national consciousness, and could lead to a 
better appreciation of, and more respect for Judaism itself. 

FRIDAY EVENING SERVICES. 

‘Not withstanding what I have said,” Mr. Brodie added, “it is note- 
worthy that the Friday evening services at the Great Synagogue attract 
quite a number of young men, and the rendering of the service and the 
decorum which prevails are an indication of what might be the model for 
There is another type of service 
which certaiuly shows a curious phenomenon, the service that is 
conducted by Mr. Basil Henriques at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, aud 
which sets out to attract young people to Jewish services who, it is 
alleged, are not attracted by the ordinary services of the synagogue. 
We are told that the audiences on Friday evening are phenomenally 
large and that those include a number of regular worshippers. Although 
Mr. Henriques, who conducts these services, is known as an advocate of 
Liberal Judaism, they are orthodox in content. Jewish traditional 
melodies and hymns are rendered, and it seems to me that these services 
are an indication that young people can be attracted to a religious 
service which is condacted on practically traditional lines.

RABBUS ATTACK ON YIDDISH, 
[From a Correspondent.) NEW YORK. 


By the time these lines are read the Golden Jubilee Convention of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations will have been over, and 
the many hundreds of delegates and notabie visitors to Gotham will have 
returned from this impressive gathering to their communities and normal 
occupations. A glance even at the list of delegates is sufficient to 
convince anyove tit it is the “largest religious gathering ever held here 

(New York) by Jews.” There are assembled not only Rabbis and 
representatives of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, but 
also of the National Federation of Temple Sisterhoods, and, for the first 
time in convention, of the Temple Brotherhoods. Bauquets, luocheons, 
; receptions and business meetings of the various bodies wil! undoubtedly 
give the delegates enough to do while here, and a good deal to report 
| ’ about when they return. 

: It must be observed that this anusual gathering has left the great 
body of Jows “cold.” Ifthe amount of space in the Yiddish Press is any 
) sort of index to the interest shown by the Jewish masses in the Reform 
| movement, then this interest is very small. There has been more 
i publicity in the general Press than in the Yiddish newspapers, The fanlt 
| may lie with the publicity managers, but it may lie much deeper. It 
! may lie in the indifference, if not antipathy, ofthe masses to Reform. It 
indubitably do s rest there. The million and a half Jews—whether 
/ orthodox, conservative or irreligious—are not Reformers. This is not 
' surprising. If the notoriously inexact classification of “German” and 
“ Russian ” Jews still applies, and if Reform is the religion of the former, 


it is not at all astonishing that at most only a possib'e ten thousand Jews 
in New York are on the rolls of the several Reform Temples. 


That this abysmal estrangement exists is painfally acknowledged by 
some leaders of the Reform movement, and strikingly indicated by those 
of its adversaries who have taken the trouble to notice the Golden Jubilee. 
Assuming that there are only “thirty thousand of the old Jewish families 
affiliated with reform congregations,” the New Palestine says: 

It is evident that the Reform movement which has in it certain features tha 
would appeal to large numbers of Jews, has not, in the first place, managed to 
hold even the descendants of the pioneers of the movement. Nor has this 
movement been able to make any impression upon the new comers. The reform 
movement has suffered a great deal because of the intrusion into it of matters 
that have no relation to religious ideals or principles. The rejection of those 
features of Jewish national life that had become integrated into the religious 
life made it difficult for reform to affect the lives of those who persisted in 
asserting those features of Jewish life that they regarded as essential for the 
existence of the race or nationality. 


- In other words, by the rejection of Jewish nationalism and repudia- 
tion of racial consciousness, the Zionists insist, the reformers are doomed 
to get along without the majority. 


This view naturally, and radically, differs from the views expounded 
by some latter-day exponents of Reform. No jeremiad about the 
depletion of Reform strength is found in the big holiday number of the 
- American Hebrew, for example. Arrogating to itself the right to reject 
“those elements ia the Bibie that were of fugitive value” and rejoicing 
that Reform Judaism “accepts only those that promulgate eternal veritics, 
the American Hebrew delights that Reform “ has broken through the barrier 
of nationalism and the segregating walis of the Ghetto complex.” The 
goal of modern Judaism is “true universalism,” according to this view 
And the road to achievement leads through the Hebrew Union College 
becoming “the leading American Academy of Theology,” which “ will 
advance tlic coming of the day of the universal religion.” 


Not a word of warning is sounded here of the loss of vigour suffered by 
Reform Judaism, and consequently not a suggestion of a remedy calcu- 
lated to restore that virility. Others (Rabbi Frisch of this city, Rabbi 
Lefkowitz of Dallas) do complain of “spiritual impoverishment ” and cry 
out for intensification, a revival, a renaissance of the spirit that was in our 
fathers, but not the American Hebrew, for whom a universal religion 
represents the treatment of Reform ailments and the most pressing of 
present-day needs. 

This view of a universal religion as the panacea for present-day 
evils is not the American Hebrew’s invention. Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, the 
founder of American Judaism, preached it fifty years ago and it is being 
preached during this Convention. Thus Dr. Marius Ranson, Of Albany, is 
reported to have told the congregation at Temple Emanu-El that 
“the time has come fora revision and improvement of Israel’s Bible, that 
the Christless antagonism of Christianity and Judaisw of sixteen centuries 
can be wiped out in our day by the adoption of a revised life of Jews, in 
which, on the one hand, the Christiaus will abandon the New Testament 
slander against the Jews and, on the other hand, the Jew will accept the 
Jewish ethics of Jesus.” .

Over 1,500,000 Dollars Raised for Charity.

Kasher Meat Legislation 


[From our Correspondent. NEW YORK, 


The great “drive” which has been held in Philadelphia with the 
object of raising 1,225,000 dollars for the Federation of Jewish Charities, 
has been over-subscribed. After ten days, the receipts totalled 1,516,159 
dollars. This achievement breaks all records of charitable work ip 
Philadelphia; and the million dollar mark was reached within four 
days of the opening of the “drive.” The campaign closed with a banquet 
in Scottish Rite Hall, at which Mr. Albert W. Greenfield, chairman of the 
Campaign Committee, presided. Colonel Samuel D. Lit, who, with bis 
brother, Mr. Jacob D.-Lit, was among the highest contributors, indicated 
that the Federation next year will designate either 2,000,000 dollars or 
2,500,000 dollars as its campaign quota. Colonel Lit guaranteed the 
Federation 2,000,000 dollars if that figure is named as the 1924 qnota, 
explaining that if the collection should fall short of that figure at the 
end of the campaziga he himself would make up the difference. 

It will be recalled that the State of New York has passed legis'ation 
making it a crime expressly or by implication to represent as hase 
meat products which are, in fact, not prepared in accordance with 
orthodox requirements. Anu attack upon the constitutionality of the 
laws has now been launched by an association of provision manufacturers 
and dealers on the ground that what is kasher is so speculative a standar! 
that it is impossible to apply it in practice, that Aasher has developed « 
secondary meaning of cleanliness which reflects unwarrantably on meats 
labelied non-kashker in accordance with the statute, and that the whol 
legislation is au i!legal interference with inter-State commerce. 

Mr. Samuel I!. Hofstadter, the Attorney who has been enyaged by 
the State authorities to defend the laws, has replied: 

The real issue involved is not limited in importance to Orthodox Jewr 
The basic question is whether a State which sanctions religious freedom ma) 
protect its citizens from exploitation by those who seek, through underhanded 
and indefensive practices, to take advantage of the religious observances o! 
those citizens. It is inconceivable that any group would actually sanction 
the display of tref/a products in such a manner that purchasers may be 
deliberately deceived and misled into believing them to be fAasher. 

A bill exempting from all quota restrictions, fathers, mothers, wives, 
minor children, minor unmarried or widowed brothers and sisters of 
American citizens and declarants who have lived in the United States 
for two years and filed their declaration papers at least a year ago, has 
been introduced by Representative Vaile, of Colorado. 

Mr. Alfred: Blumenthal, who was killed with his son in a railway 
accident in Spain in June, 1921, and whose wife succumbed twelve days 
later from the injuries she received, left 580,471 dollars. In consequence 
of the death of the wife and son, the bulk of the estate was divided 
among twenty charities. The Mount Sinai Hospital and the Federation 
for the Support of Jewish Philanthrophic Societies each received a filth 
share. 

Corporal Louis Abend, of Brooklyn, has been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross for gallantry under fire. The official War Department 
announcement is as follows: “Corporal Abend, attached to the Company 
M. of the 28th Infantry, First Division, displayed extraordinary heroism 
in action by assuming command of his platoon after all officers had been 
killed, and later repulsing two counter-attacks by the enemy.” 

Delegates from all parts of the country met on January 7th, 
at the Central Jewish Institute here, in a conference of the Centra! Relief 
Committee, to discuss plans for continued relief to Jewish war sufferers. 
Mr. Leon Kamaiky, General Chairman of the Committee, reported that 
the Committee bad collected 10,600,000 dollars, which has been distributed 
in Europe and Palestine. The conference decided to organise a permanent 
committee of a hundred members to carry on the work of reconstructol 
in Europe. It was also decided to send representatives to Russia 
investigate the cause of friction between officia!s and the relief workers, 
and to report on conditions generally. Other resolutions adopted urge 
the raising of a 600,000 dollar fund for educational work in Eastert 
Europe. A resolution recommending that the Joint Distribution Com 
mittee sever all relations with the Idgeskom in Russia was adopted. 

Representatives of the orthodox synagogues in New York City and of 
a number of Jewish welfare and fraternal organisations have held 5 
conteronce at the institutional synagogue here, at which it was urged that 
an effort be made to bring the Jewish war orphans of Europe to thé 
United States, A committee was appointed to ask Presideut Harding '° 
lend his influence to the plan. 

A delegation representing the American Jewish Congress and thé 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews has made representations to the Polish 
Ambassador at Washington, Mr. Wrublevsky, and petitioned bim 
intercede with the Polish Government in order to stay the order for 
the deportation of Ukrainian Jewish refugees now residing in Poland. Ler 
Polish Ambassador informed the delegation that his Government b® 
already permitted the refugees to remain until July 1st next, and that “ 
would transmit to his Government the plea of the American Jewi 
Congress for further time.

In roply to an interpellation by Deputy Rassay on tho subject of the

of Jews. The Jewa who are known to have been kidnapped and 
murdered by the White Terrorists are returned in the Biue Book as 
having committed suicide. The book gives only seven cases of murder 
for the whole year, and 349 which it cails “ cases of suicide.”

Anti-Semitic Programme. 


The National Socialist German Workers’ Party has published an 
official statement of its programine. The anti-Semitic policy of the party 
is clearly shown in the following extracts from its manifesto : 

A citizen can be only a man whois ofthe people. One of the people 
can be only one who is of German blood, without censideration of creed. 
Ilence, no Jew can be of the people. 

Whoever is not a citizen can remain in Germany only as a visitor, 
and subject to the Jaws governing foreiguers. 

. the right to have a voice in the direction of the State is held only by 
citizens. Therefore we demand that only citizens should hold public 
ofiiccs of any kind, whether in the State, in municipalities, or in 
communities. 

We maintain that it is tho first duty of the State to provide work 
and a living wage for citizens. If it is not possible to support the whole 
population, then those belonging to foreign nations (non-citizens) must be 
expelled from the country, 

Further immigration of non-Germans must be discouraged. Wo 
demand that all non-Germans who have entered the country since 
August 2nd, 1914, be banished. 

seeing the enormous sacrifice in blood and money that all wars 
entail upon the people, those who have become rich through the war 
must be considered as robbers of the people. We therefore demand the 
conjiscation of all war-profits, 

We demand 4 relentless war on those whose actions are against the 
common interest. Robbers of the people, usurers, profiteers, etc., should 
8 fier the death penalty, without consideration of creed or race. 

We demand that writers iu, and emp! yyecs of, periodicals printed in 
the German language, must be of the people. Non-German periodicals 
must be explicitly approved by the authorities if they are to be allowed 
to appear. No financial influence in German publications must be exer- 
cisca by non-Germans. In cace of infraction of this rule, we demand the 
suppression of the publication and immediate expulsion from Germany 
of ihe offending non-German. 

We demand the freedom of all recognised forms of religion in 
Germany, 80 far as they are not a danger to the State, or directed against 
the morals of the German race.,. The Party takes up the standpoint of 
positive Christianity, thangh without binding itself to any particular 
creed. It will vigorously oppose the Jewish materialistic spirit.

French Complicity Alleged. 


The following cable has been received by the Jewish Correspondencs 
Bur au from Berlin: 

Mr. Arnoki Rechberg, a prominent German politician belonging to the 
Parties of the Right, has made a statement here asserting that the German 
anti-Semitic parties are receiving large sums as subsidies for their 
activity from Bolshevist sources. Mr. Kechberg states that he is in 
possession of proofs with which to support his allegation, but he is unable 
to indicate their source. 

The Social Democratic Miinich Post and the Berlin Tageb!att state 
that their previous assertions that the Bawarian Fascist! movement, led 
by Dr. Adolf Hitler, is being subsidised by the French Government has 
now been abundantly proved. It has long been asource o* mysicry wher» 
tho Nationaitist Soc‘alist Party obtains its ample supplies of funds. 
Repeated statements have been made, and have never been disproved, 
thit the movement is belng financed by Mr. Henry Ford, tho Americay 
motor-car manufacturer. The new accusation that the movement Is, tn 
eddition, being subsidised by the French is spreading like wildfire. Dr. 
Hitler bas published a statement denying the accusation. 

Mr. Luedecke, one of the leaders of the Bavarian “grey shirts,” has 
bern arrested in connectien with these charges, and is being accused of 
high treason.

The story runs that the 
mysterious and fascinating Queen was decked in thousands of thesa 
curious bsads which wore desigued for her by thoso traders of tia 
past, the Pheeniclans. At her death the boads wero scattered and grevt 
numbers passed into the hands of the forebears of the Ashanti race, i8 
should be remembered that the Ashanti folk are of a ligitish hrowa 
colour, have a real language of their own ond are said to be of North 
African or cven Carthaginian descent. I read that the “aggroy” beata 
look as if they “had been cut from an carthenware tube about a quarter 
of an inch in diameter; oach is abort half an inch loug and has a distiocs 
mosaic pattern of highly coloured g'aze, but ata littic distance ali tis 
beads iook alike.

of which | was a director.” He began business in partnership wits bs 
brother about thirty years ago as Passover cakc makers, in Hope Street. 
Leeds. The debtor provided about £300 capital, which ho had saved ont:! 
his earnings as a journeyman plumber. Abont 1906, the business was tran: 
fcrred to London, and three years later was formed intoa limited company, 
which was carried on at Carlisle. About 1912 the debtor sold his interes np 
the business for £2,000, and then began business as a general morchantan! 
shipper. He sent ont an agent to China, and opened an office and war. 
house in Shanghai. About July, 1914, he employed his brotheras *: 
agent in China. The brother returned in 1917 and brought an aoticn 
against the debtor for a declaration of partnership. The debtor said bv 
was unable to fight the action, aud agreed that his brother was a parine: 
and eutitied to a half-share. Proceedings were afterwards taken by 
brother, and by arbitration the debtor was fouad to be indobted toh» 
brother tothe extent of £1,800, and the debtor gave a. posi~dlated chieq 
for that amount.

At a French Synagogue. 
From Dr. J. Dulberg 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sirn,—As I do not remember having seen in the Jewish Chronicle a 
description of a 'reuch synagogue service, it will perhaps iaterest your 
readers if I give briefly my impressions of the one which I attended on 
a Friday evening at-tho synagogue in Nice, in the South of France. 


What I noticed first of all was that the congregants were like tho 
average Frenchman in appearance and mannerisms, which explains why 
all Frenchmen I come across make me wonder whether they are Jews. 
Secondly, | was impressed by the cooked hat and official chain of tho 
beadie, who appeared to be the most important personage present. Hv 
walked about the place during the service, attending to his duties as if 
he were the master of all he surveyed, responded the “Amens” to tho 
Hazan in bo uncertain manuocr, called out Lever when it was necessary 
for the worshippers to rise, and made announcements from the Almemar 
in excellent French, 

The Rabbi, whose contribution to the service consisted of a short 
reading in French, was dressed exactly like a Roman Catholic priest, in + 
long “soutane” with cords and fringes reaching down to the ground, 
When he entered the synagogue he shook hands with nearly every- 
one present, including boys and the beadle, and as I saw him flitting fr m 
one partof the building to the other! first wondered whether he wes not 
a friendly Christian Minister who had droppsdin to see the service. isi: 
he walked up to his honoured seat near the Ark and remained there wits 
his “ episcopal” bat on his-head, which he retained ali the time. So, if I 
ever again hear anyone at home complain of our ministers’ garb being (0) 
much imitative of that of Christian clergymen I will send him to Nice tu 
get cured of his complaint. | 

The service was musical, the music supplied boing by a lady Organist 
in full view of the congregation and a small choir of ladies with rater 
shrill voices. I must admit that on this occasion the music did uot 
impress meas much as it might have done. 

The Hazan's delivery of the Hebrew prayers «as of the “express” 
type, and I could not follow him very well, particulariy as he used tho 
Portuguese pronunciation, with which I am not familiar. My fellow. 
towasinan, Mr. Cansino, whom I accidentally met ther~, vill perhaps not 
agree with me in this respect. | 

The congregation, which was fairly numerous, was decorous, though 
I noticed that the all-powerful beadie, with a menacing look in his eyes, 
bad to silence some of the ladies sitting at the back of the men in ths 
body of the hall. Why they were not in the gallery I do not know. They 
geouied to be protégées of the great man, for he would not let my wifs 
comein. She had to go upstairs to look down upon me. On the whole | 
spent a most interestiug hour.

The balance-sheet of the Association shows that the sum of £ )02 was 
transmitted to various funds during the year, of which £159 was sent to 
tho Federation of Ukrainian Jews, £89 to the Jewish Victims of the War 
in Eastern Europe, and £25 to the Norwood Hospital. These sums wore 
by affiliated Societies and transmitted by the Association on 


THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The work of the Convalescent Home is described in a report of the 
House Committee. Following the adoption of the expedient of cutting 
down the stay in the summor from three to two weeks, the quostion of 
providing increased permanent accommodation is being considered. A 
question which bas been the subject of considerable discussion is the 
future status of the Home, on which legal advice has been taker. It 
appears that 
it was foand necessary totake legal advice in view of ths question which had 
arisen regarding future relations with the Association under whose atisp'ces the 
Home was established. There were other questions which made an effective 
legal existence for the Convalescent Home desirable, ¢.7., the ownership of 
lands, the position of the Trustees, and the objection which had been voiced 
that the constitution of the House Committee dtd not secure adequate repie- 
sentation on the basis of contributions paid. 

Varions alternatives were considered, and a Deed of ‘I'rust was 
selected as being the most suitable form of OConstitation for the Home. 

Interesting statistics are included in the report of tho Hlonse 
Committee. The total contributing membership is the large one «f 
24,755, of which the membership contributed by the tive associated Orders 
is 21,509. The non-contributing membership of these Orders, when 
allowance is made for Scottish and Irish and fomale members, is only 
2 684, which shows that, with the exception of a number of Lodges :n the 
Provinces, the Home is well supported in England and Wales. As 4 
matter of fact, 45 Provincial Lodges contribute a paying membersbip 0! 
3,293. The membership of the Independent Societies is 5,446. Lue 
pumber of convalescents admitted during the year was \» 
the largest proportion coming from the Grand Order of Israel 
viz., 133, comparing with 81 from the Order Achei Brith ; 42 camo [mu 
provincial centres. An analysis of tho complaints indicate that 
cases (88) are the most numerous. The occupations of the convalescents 
are classified, and the tailoring trade easily leads the way with 195 out 
of the 385—over 50 per cent. The average cost per woek per patient, 
which was £2 10s. 34. for the first six months from opening, was the 
appreciably smaller figure of £1 18s. 14. for the whole of 1922. The 
actual receipts during 1922 were £4,715, made up of £4,422 in contriba- 
tions and £293 in donations. Expenditure was £3,526; £1,960 15s. 1d. 
was carried te the balance-sheet as excess of income over expendiwre. 
Assets were valued at £9,253, and £196 was carried to reserve.

“lusting after the fleshpots of Egypt.” When we are well we soon 
forget the pain and discomfort we suffered when we were ill. When 
we are free we forget the shackles that chained us when we were 
slaves. And so we tend to become indifferent to our fellow-slaves. 
We think only of the fleshpots of Egypt and not of the bondage. We 
care only for our own happy condition and ignore the unhappy. We 
must guard against falling into this attitude. We must use our free- 
dom to help the slaves, our bappiness to solace the unhappy. We 
must try to “ know the heart of the stranger.” 


OUR DEBATE. 
TOLERANCE AND INTOLERANCE, 


The debate on the subject of tolerance appears to be calling uP 
some old and now debating forces in our ranks. A very thoughtful 


letter this week comes from Phyllis Jacobson, of West Hampstead, 
one of my newer nieces. 


ESSENTIAL CRITICISM. 


“Times innumerable,” she writes, “I have been confronted with 
the problem and the theme of your new debate, and consequently I 
feel pleased thatan opportunity has presented itself when the question 
can be discussed. You have outlined the case so concisely that there 
is very little for me to add, except that I am in absolute agrcement 
with the views you expressed in your ‘Chat.’ Tolerance is, of 
course, an absolute necessity if one wishes to have any friends in this 
world, but it certainly should not blind us to the fact that criticism is 
very essential, too. Of course, I ain not referring to the criticism that 
is generally going on behind our backs. It may be honest to a certain 
extent, but by the time it reaches the person for whom it is intended 
the views have achieved such proportions as to be of no use whatever. 
There, again, one must be tolerant, and not immediately condemn the 

iginal critic—it is best to wait until ‘X,’ that mysterious unknown 
Teantity, has been solved—then at least the ground will be more solid. 


TOLERATION AND SYMPATHY. 


“It is equally foolish for people of a previous generation 
continually to remonstrate with the present growing children over the 
error of their ways. The fact that ‘when they were the same age, 
etc.,’ does not better the situation. Each age requires a different 
stimulant. Evolution demands more or less of a generation—and the 
different effects need equally changing counter-effects. ‘Toleration 
really means sympathy—and sympathy being so ready among our 
people should be the means of creating a far more healthy mutual 
understanding than at present exists in the community. As it is, the 
petty differences of opinion prevent the growth of a religion as a 
whole, and merely inaugurate rival sections. .
